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Price Lists to Be Consolidated 

After a six months’ trial, the listing of cur- 
rent prices in the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter 
in separated groups in connection with the 
related comment on market conditions has 
been found to offer more disadvantages than 
advantages to Reporter readers as a whole. 
This scheme will, therefore, be abandoned with 
the first issue in January. Beginning with that 
issue, all current prices will again be listed in 
one part of the paper (the early pages). The 
listing, however, will not be arranged as it was 
prior to July, this year. A new arrangement, 
which it is believed will be more generally sat- 
isfactory, has been worked out. 

The existing scheme of listing current prices 
was adopted as a result of many suggestions 
from readers of the Reporter, that it was desir- 
able to have all market information, prices as 
well as comment, consolidated. These sug- 
gestions had a deal of merit. Their purpose 
was, obviously, one of greater convenience. 
Unfortunately, this convenience was not that of 
the greatest number of those who consult the 
Reporter regularly for information relative to 
prices. The shortcomings of the scheme based 
on these suggestions were due most largely to 
the unsatisfactoriness of the arbitrary classifi- 
cation of materials, which the segregation of 
market groups required. An article, which, to 
one, or one thousand readers, is clearly and 
primarily a paint material, to at least as many 
other readers is a material for papermakers or 
rubbermakers or manufacturers of pharma- 
ceutical preparations or cosmetics. That which 
many regard as a fine chemical may be classi- 
fied quite logically as an industrial chemical by 
others. The product which is a solvent appli- 
cable and applied to the manufacture of pyrox- 
ylin lacquers is, in no less degree, a solvent for 
wholly different purposes, or it may be, fre- 
quently is, a material from which numerous 
chemical products are derived. Development 
of new industrial uses for materials has aggra- 
vated the difficulty of satisfactorily classifying 
such articles in arbitrary groups. 

Not all groupings now in use in the Reporter 
price lists have these disadvantages to the same 
degree. Linseed oil, for example, logically be- 
longs in the flaxseed group. It might equally 
well, were another basis of classification used, 
be grouped with the paint and varnish mate- 
rials. Rosin is an original member of the naval 
stores group. It is not inconceivable, however, 
that somebody desiring information relative to 
the price of rosin may never have heard of 
naval stores. Rosin has little, if any, applica- 
tion to the building or up-keep of ships today. 
A botanical drug is clearly entitled to a desig- 
nation as such. But, a spice, even though it 
be recognized in the United States Pharma- 
copeia, is not looked upon as a drug by all 
those who buy it or may want to know the price 
of it. A coaltar product is a coaltar product, 
clearly. But, there are many who buy, or wish 
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to buy, certain chemicals derived from coaltar, 
to whom the parentage of these articles is 
wholly unknown. 

So, we are going to abandon in the new 
scheme of listing current prices, all arbitrary 
classifications based on industrial application, 
such as paint materials, fertilizer materials. 
We shall discontinue, also, the classification of 
items in the price list on the basis of origin 
(coaltar products, for example) or on the basis 
of general description (industrial chemicals, 
botanical drugs, fine chemicals, and so on). 
All current prices will be consolidated in one 
alphabetically arranged list which will be print- 
ed on the early pages of each issue. 

There will be some grouping of items in the 
price list. For the most part, these will be 
based on simple, descriptive classifications 
Oils, for example, will be listed alphabetically 
under “Oil,” the group being located in its 
proper place among the O’s in the general list. 
Essential oils, fixed oils, and mineral oils wiil 
not be separately grouped. Crude petroleum 
will not be classified as an oil. It will be located 
among the P’s. Gasoline and kerosene, simi- 
larly, will be located in their proper alphabetical 
places. Acids will be listed in one group, al- 
phabetically arranged, without regard for such 
divisions as organic, inorganic, coaltar, or 
mineral. Other, smaller groupings, comprising 
trade classifications, such as gums, waxes, and 
so on, will be made, chiefly because no practi- 
cable means of avoiding them have been found. 

Botanical products will be listed in the alpha- 
betical order of their specific names (aconite, 
belladonna, cassia, ergot, and so on). There 
will be no segregation of these articles as barks, 
leaves, roots, and the like. Chemical com- 
pounds will be grouped according to bases. The 
common trade designations (“soda” for “so- 
dium,” “potash” for “potassium,” and so on) 
will be employed. Products more generally 
known by names which do not indicate their 
chemical composition, such as bleaching pow- 
der, blue vitriol, copperas, glauber’s salt, and 
saltpeter, will be listed under these designa- 
tions. Cross-references will be employed to 
facilitate the locating of such items by those 
who are more familiar with their chemical 
names. 

In deciding to adopt this new scheme of list- 
ing current prices, the Reporter has been 
guided by the sentiment of a large majority of 
hundreds of producers, distributors, and manu- 
facturing consumers, expressed in response to 
inquiries. It is recognized that no scheme of 
iisting or indexing is equally satisfactory to all 
who make use of a list or an index. It is be- 
lieved, however, that a list such as has been 
decided upon is most widely satisfactory and 
can be most readily adapted to the needs of 
the various industries and trades for whose use 
it is designed. A little time may be required 
to get accustomed to the new arrangements. 
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But, their simple alphabetical basis will reduce 
this time to a minimum. No change will be 
inade in the existing method of grouping

Too Much Petroleum Promised 

Having secured a basis for hopefulness with 
regard to marketing conditions (in the code of 
ethical trade practices adopted by the American 
Petroleum Institute), the petroleum industry 
of the United States is turning more intensely 
to consideration of its production problems. 
There is unmistakable evidence in plenty that 
the industry is to be too well supplied. This, 
naturally, presents a problem that requires 
most careful attention. 


Oil fields in the United States will have a 
total commercial production of about 885,000,- 
000 barrels of crude petroleum this year. This 
will be about 20,000,000 barrels less than was 
produced in 1927. But, two things must be 
taken into consideration in comparing the pro- 
duction figures for the two years. One of these 
is the increased use of cracking processes in 
place of simple distillation in the production of 
gasoline. The. other is the large output of 
crude petroleum at the present time. 


Cracking processes greatly increase the yield 
of gasoline from crude petroleum. They, also, 
allow the use of crude of a lower grade as well 
as of residual fuel oil from distilling refineries. 
A fairly good balance has been maintained this 
year between production and consumption of 
gasoline, each showing an increase of about 10 
percent in comparison with 1927. It has been 
tortunate that exports of gasoline have in- 
creased in a much greater ratio than domes- 
tic consumption. It is not to be expected that 
this gratifying condition will continue unless 
foreign selling is more vigorously pushed. Re- 
finery installations now under way in the Car- 
ibbean section, in Russia, and in various parts 
of the British Empire will add much gasoline 
to the world market supply in the near future. 
Increases in consumption may reasonably be 
expected to continue. But, there will be in- 
creases in production also. Aside from gaso- 
line, the outlook for heavier consumption of 
petroleum products is not specially promising. 

The trend of the output of crude oil is in the 
wrong direction at the present time. Cold 
weather brings lessened activities in many do- 
mestic oil fields. Consequently, production 
drops during the Winter months. Producers 
and refiners base their calculations on such a 
seasonal change. This year, their base has been 
very much disturbed. The daily output of 
crude petroleum is higher now than at any 
time earlier this year. This is true with re- 
spect, not only to the United States, but to all 
other important producing countries, naturally 
so in the Southern Hemisphere, but not con- 
fined to those regions. The production problem 
is again a serious one in the petroleum industry,

However, inspec- 
tion means expenses, which, of course, 
would have to be included in the cost of 
the packages, and some shippers (prob- 
ably the same who today are looking for 
low package cost rather than quality of 
barrels) would simply have a further edge 
on those who insist on using only No. 1 
new or No. 1 secondhand barrels. 

As against a great number of shippers, 
there are less than a dozen barrelling 
plants, and it would be logical for them 
to get together and agree upon a code of 
ethics which would include the supplying 
of some reliable certificate of inspection. 


At the present moment, the shippers 
are the ones that suffer, without being 
able to obtain redress either from the bar- 
relling plants, the carriers, or the insur- 
ance companies, and although most of the 
blame attaches to the barrelling plants, it 
is quite evident that the good packages 
have been condemned along with the bad 
ones. As a result, it is probable that the 
steamship companies and insurance com- 
panies have turned down legitimate 
claims, and the shippers have been obliged 
to pocket their losses. 

The question remains whether a certifi- 
eate of inspection would be recognized by 
the steamship companies and insurance 
companies as proof that proper delivery 
has been effected, and that the shippers 
would be entitled to refund for loss suf- 
fered during the ocean voyage. This mat- 
ter properly should be argued out between 
the ships’ association, the board of under- 
writers and some body representative of 
the barrelling plants. 

Of course, a solution would be for the 
board of underwriters to adopt a resolu- 
tion to the effect that shipments out of 
New Orleans would only be insured, pro- 
vided a satisfactory certificate of inspec- 
tion be issued. However, this would be 
discriminating against the port of New 
Orleans, and it might be used as an en- 
tering wedge whereby the steamship com- 
panies and the insurance companies would 
eventually insist on similar inspection at 
other ports, which would obviously be too 
heavy a burden for the shippers.

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Linseed Import Duty 
Differences Are Aired 


Tariff Board Hears Gordon and 
Nolan on Two Sides of 
Oil Petition 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 19, 1928. 


Charges that American flaxseed 
crushers are being outguessed by their 
European competitors, that the consum- 
ing public must pay for these mistakes, 
and that there is a conspiracy to keep 
the public’s interests from being pre- 
sented in the true light, featured the 
hearing yesterday and today before the 
United States Tariff Commission regard- 
ing the duty on linseed oil. 


John B. Gordon, Washington repre- 
sentative of the Bureau of Raw Mate- 
rials of the American Vegetable Oils and 
Fats Industries, made the charges, and 
they were denied by Charles T. Nolan, 
National Lead Company, chairman of the 
linseed crushers tariff committee. The 
hearing was the final step in the com- 
mission's investigation under section 315 
of the tariff act of 1922, under which 
foreign and domestic costs of producing 
linseed oil are being obtained. 

Mr. Gordon said that in most tariff 
matters the general public is protected by 
the conflict between domestic producers 
and importers, but in the matter of flax- 
seed and linseed oil this is not the case. 
He charged that there is an agreement 
that the crushers will not oppose a higher 
duty on flaxseed provided that farmers 
-will not oppose a higher duty on linseed 
oil, and to illustrate his point he referred 
to the flaxseed hearings December 5 and 
‘6, when Mr. Nolan appeared for the im- 
porters of seed, but offered no word in 
opposition to the requests for an increased 
duty.. Mr. Gordon told the commission :— 
The flaxseed crushers’ representatives sat 
over there and beamed benignly, and occasion- 
ally they would get up and go over and whis- 
per in the ears of the representatives of the 
growers, and the growers’ representatives 
would do likewise. ‘ 

I am here to see that the consumers of lin- 
seed oil have their inning, and in that category 
are included not only paint and varnish manu- 
facturers and floor covering and core oil manu- 
facturers and the like, but every farmer in the 
United ' States. 

The fhterest of the farmers as consumers in 
a reasonable lNnseed oil tariff is greater than 
that of any other body of consumers. The 
farmer in this country is the largest buyer and 
consumer of paints, enamels and kindred prod- 
ducts, and floor coverings made from linseed 
oil. The farmer’s buildings need more protec- 
tion than others for obvious reasons, and a 
less he is able to purchase protective materials 
at a fair price he will not buy, and as a — 
sequence his buildings fall into decay, and the 
industries interested in furnishing protective 
materials suffer along with the jobbers and the 
retailers who distribute their products. : 

The American Farm Bureau Federation 
made a study of the linseed oil tariff in 1922, 
and it said in its report, as I recollect, that 
the farmer consumed 30 percent of all the lin- 
seed oil consumed in America. 


What Gordon Saw Wrong

Mr. Chairman, if I sense properly the back- 


reund of sentiment of factory consumers of 

finseed oil in the United States, they are in the 
bulk not adverse to flaxseed growers having 
additional protection on flaxseed if they, the 
growers, need it. But they do not want to run 
the risk of inhibiting consumption of linseed 
oil products by giving them needless protection, 
or giving them additional protection if the 
four flaxseed crushers who control the business 
won’t give them the benefit of what they al- 
ready have. Nor are they in favor of having 
an increase in the duty on flaxseed made the 
vehicle for an exorbitant and unjust spread 
between the duty on flaxseed and the duty on 
linseed oil, which would benefit the flaxseed 
crushers solely. 


Statement of Information 


he commission’s preliminary statement 

an eo mations gathered by its economic 
staff was described by Mr. Gordon as 
being very complete and accurate. The 
commission, he said, has all the evidence 
that it needs on. which to base a recom- 
mendation to the President that the lin- 
seed oil duty be lowered. He disregarded 
the various complicated proposals made 
by the commission's staff for computing 
costs, and declared that the cost of con- 
version from seed to oil is the only im- 
portant matter. The commission’s studies, 
he said, show that this conversion cost 
was practically the same in the United 
States, England and Holland in 1925 and 
1926, the two years studied, the greatest 
difference shown being 61 cents per short 
ton of seed, which, according to Mr. Gor- 
don’s figuring, necessitates a duty of only 
nine-tenthousandts of one cent per pound. 
The only disadvantage which the Ameri- 
can crushers have, said Mr. Gordon, is in 
the price they pay for their seed. The 
commission’s figures show that in 1925 the 
Americans paid 48 cents per bushel] more 
for Argentine flaxseed than the Dutch did, 
and in 1926 they paid 65 cents per bushel 
more than the Dutch. It was also shown 
that the freight rates from the River 
Platte are about equal to New York and 
to Holland. This difference of 65 cents per 
ton, said Mr. Gordon, is simply due to the 
fact that the Dutch crushers outguessed 
the American crushers in buying seed. 


DRUGS, PAINTS, OILS, FERTILIZERS 


He said that the American crushers are 
so well protected by the present high 
tariff on iinseed oil that they do not buy 
carefully, and that the American consumer 
must pay for this poor business manage- 
ment unless the tariff is lowered. 


Compensatory Duty 


The duty on linseed oil, according to 
Mr. Gordon, should be a compensatory 
duty based on the duty on flaxseed and 
the oil content of the seed, plus enough 
to insure that the imports will be in the 
form of seed and not oil, and using the 
commission’s figures, he calculated that 
the duty should be 1.6 cents per pound 
instead of 3.3 cents as at present. The 
drawback in duty on linseed cake and 
meal exported made from imported seed 
should be deducted from the cost of tne 
seed, Mr. Gordon said. 


Mr. Nolan declared that the higher price 
paid for seed by the American crushers 
as compared to the price paid by the 
erushers in Holland was not due to any 
difference in sagacity, but was due to a 
difference in business methods, and was 
a benefit to the consumer rather than a 
handicap. The Dutch crusher, he said, 
buys from hand to mouth in small quan- 
tities whenever the price is low, and in 
Europe linseed oil is sold by option trad- 
ing on the exchanges, so that the crusher 
does not deal directly with the consumer 
and is able to hedge his transactions on 
the market. The American crusher, Mr. 
Nolan explained, makes contracts to sell 
oil many months in advance, and much 
of this oj] is of special grades to meet 
particular uses, whereas the European oil 
is all crude, and to be able to make these 
deliveries the crusher must contract to 
purchase seed many months in advance, 
often before it is planted. Although this 
requires paying slightly more for seed 
the consumer has the advantage of a con- 
tract for a definite amount of oil of a 
specified grade at a certain price, said Mr. 
Nolan, declaring that he did not think 
option trading in linseed oil would be an 
advantage to the consumer in the United 
States. It can be proved, he said, that 
the small-lot shipments of flaxseed, such as 
those purchased by Dutch crushers, actu- 
ally take lower ocean freight rates from 
Argentina than do full-cargo charter rates 
on flaxseed such as those used by crushers 
in the United States.

Salt Creek Oil Sold to 
White Eagle and Texas 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21, 1928. 


Because William L. Walls, Cheyenne, 
Wyo., the highest bidder for the govern- 
ment royalty o!1 from the Salt Creek field, 
refused to make the required bond and to 
give information requested by the De- 
partment of the Interior, Secretary West, 
today, rejected all the bids opened De- 
cember 10. Later, Mr. West, at a pri- 
vate sale, entered into a contract with 
the White Eagle Oil & Refining Company 
and the Texas Company for the sale of 
the oil at a price of 21% cents above the 
highest posted Midcontinent field price. 

A joint offer of the 21%-cent premium 
had been made by the White Eagle and 
Texas companies in the original bidding. 
This was next to the highest bid. The 
department points out that acceptance of 
this offer at a private sale is mandatory 
under the law in the conditions which led 
to the rejection of the original bids. 


Alcohol Output Limits 


Continued for Next Year 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17, 1928. 


Limitation of alcohol production, es- 
tablished in 1927 by an informal arrange- 
ment between the producers and the Bu- 
reau of Prohibition, has been made per- 
manent through the promulgation of a 
forma] treasury decision, made public to- 
day by J. M. Doran, commissioner of 
prohibition. 

The order has the following to say re- 
garding renewals of permits :-— 

Applications for renewal of outstanding per- 
mits to operate industrial alcohol plants must 
be filed with the proper administrators and 
submitted by them to the commissioner. The 
commissioner will indicate on each application 
hig approval of the quantity of alcohol which 
may be produced in the industrial alcohol plant 
described therein during the calendar year jor 
which renewal is requested, and will return 
the application to the administrator for the 
necessary action in connection with the issu- 
ance of renewal permit. The administrator 
will insert in any permit issued pursuant to 
such application a provision that the quantity 
of alcohol which may be manufactured there- 
under shall not exceed the quantity approved 
in the application by the commissioner, which 
quantity shall be noted in the permit by the 
administrator. 


The order also specifies as heretofore 
that not more than 40 percent of the 
year’s allotment may be produced in the 
first six months, and that the carry-over 
exceeding 10 percent of the allotment 
shall be deducted from the allotment. 


Wine Tonic Sale to Be 
Limited to Drug Stores 


A tightening of the regulations gov- 
erning the sale of alcoholic medicinal 
products, January 1, is announced in the 
following ‘letter sent prohibition adminis- 
trators by James M. Doran, prohibition 
commissioner :— 


On and after January 1, 1929, alcoholic me- 
dicinal products, such as wine tonics, bitters, 
fernets, vermouths, horke-vinos, ferro-chinas 
and advocaats, whether imported or manufac- 
tured domestically, with either wine or spirit 
base, must be sold for bona fide medicinal pur- 
poses only, through retail drug stores, drug 
departments of department stores and general 
stores in which drugs, patent medicines or 
pharmaceuticals are customarily sold. Hach 
domestic manufacturer or importer whose 
products are affected by the above classifica- 
tion must submit as a part of his application 
to manufacture or {mport, a sworn statement 
that his product or products will be sold only 
in and @isributed from the places above indi- 
cated. In the event of Goubt as to the classi- 
fication of any of such preparations the ques- 
tion shall at once be referred to the bureau 
for decision. 








The labels used on alcoholic medicinal prod- 
ucts, the advertising matter, and all circulars 
and special literature which are distributed in 
connection therewith shall make no reference 
to the wine or spirits used in the products, 
except that the percentage of alcohol contained 
in the article should be stated where State and 
Federal laws so require, The dosage and 
method of administration should be clearly 
stated on the labels attached to the containers 
in which the products are sold. All alcoholic 
products affected by this circular letter which 
are manufactured or imported subsequent to 
January 1, 1929, should bear across the prin- 
cipal label statement as to the date of manu- 
facture or importation. 

The sale of all stocks of the preparations re- 
ferred to herein manufactured prior to January 
1, 1929, which are in the possession of dealers 
not mentioned above on said date may be con- 
tinued until April 1, 1929.

Kilmer Would Lead Drug 
Stores Back to Pharmacy 


Dr. F. B. Kilmer, of Johnson & John- 
son, surgical dressings and accessories, 
New Brunswick, N. J., December 19 
broached a plan for influencing the drug 
store proprietor to pay more attention to 
the pharmacy and allied products side of 
his business. At the invitation of Dr. 
Kilmer, Dr. E. L. Newcomb, secretary of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation; Francis E. Holliday, its general 
representative ; Thomas H. Potts, eastern 
representative of the National Association 
of Retail Druggists; R. B. Whittlesey 
chairman of the N. W. D. A. committee 
on education and research; Dr. H. V. 
Arny, professor of chemistry in the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, Columbia University, 
and representatives of five drug trade 
papers, met with him at luncheon at the 
Drug and Chemical Club, this city. 


The plan broached by Dr. Kilmer 
roughly included the adoption by retail 
drug papers of a uniform policy of de- 
voting space in each issue of their pub- 
lications to an article showing the retail 
druggist how it will pay to placé more 
emphasis on the fact that his establish- 
ment is a pharmacy. Dr. Newcomb sug- 
gested the formation of an association of 
drug paper editors, and Harold W. Hutch- 
ins, of The Druggists’ Circular, agreed to 
see what might be done with the idea. 
Dy. Kilmer offered to furnish clerical fa- 
cilities needed in communicating with 
other drug trade journals. 


Just before the meeting concluded, Mr. 
Whittlesey showed tentative samples of 
window displays to be sent out by the 
N. W. D. A. for First Aid Week in the 
spring. All present agreed that a center 
panel representing the Good Samaritan, 
with the legend, “The First First-Aid,” 
should be included in the window display 
material.

Alcohol Permit Revocation 


Enjoined by D. P. Paul Co. 


A temporary injunction restraining pro- 
hibition officials from revoking without 
cause its permit for withdrawal of alco- 
hol for industrial purposes, was granted 
December 20 to D. P. Paul & Co., phar- 
maceutical manufacturer, 230 Greenwich 
street, New York, against local and na- 
tional prohibition officials by Judge Cole- 
man in the United States District Court. 


Prohibition Commissioner Doran issued 
the order to revoke the permits several 
weeks ago and made it effective Janu- 
ary 1. 

The company’s attorneys maintained 
that the law specifies revocation of per- 
manent permits can be ordered only for 
violations of the dry law. The Paul com- 
pany has a permit for the withdrawal of 
1,000 gallons of alcohol, 500 gallons of 
whisky, and 2,000 gallons of wine quar- 
terly. 


Mid-Continent Oil Men 


Make Conservation Move 


TULSA, Dec. 19, 1928. 


At a meeting of directors of the Mid- 
Continent Oil and Gas Association today, 
resolutions were adopted recommending 
co-operative restraint of oil production 
and directing the president, William N. 
Davis, to appoint a conservation commit- 
tee of nine, to be’ made up of three rep- 
resentatives from each of the divisions of 
the association, to direct a program for 
restraint of drilling, the pooling and utiliz- 
ation of wildcat leases, and other con- 
servation measures. The committee of 
nine will in turn appoint sub-committees 
to do the detail work in accordance with 
the plan. 

Speakers at the meeting included E. B. 
Reeser, president of the American Petro- 
leum Institute, and James A. Veasey, 
chairman of a sub-committee of Ameri- 
can Bar Association. It was said at the 
meeting that the petroleum industry was 
not in bad shape market-wise, but that so 
much good has been done for the indus- 
try through conservation work the past 
two years that it should be continued.

The cracking units will be installed at 
Batum and Tuapse, on the Black Sea, 
the terminals of the two new $30,000,000 
pipelines, and at Yaroslavl, on the Volga 
River. Several additional cracking units 
and pipe stills will be purchased in this 
country in the near future. The order for 
ten units was placed on long term credit 
basis with the Graver Corporation of 
East Chicago, Ind. In the past two years 
the Amtorg has purchased equipment for 
the Soviet oi] fields to a total value of 
$8,000,000. 

Professor Sakhanov and Mr. Fradkin, 
engineers of the Grozneft Oil Trust, have 
just arrived in the United States to rep- 
resent the organization in connection with 
the purchases of the units. 


Epco Brand for Gasoline 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20, 1928.

General sentiment in trade circles 
appeared to be most optimistic regard- 
ing the outlook for the new year.

New building and engineering work 
contracted for during the period Janu- 
ary 1 through December 14 in the met- 
ropolitan district of New York shows 
an increase of almost $90,000,000 over 
the amount contracted for during the 
year 1927, accordng to the Dodge Cor- 
poration report. This year’s total up 
to December 14 was $1,482,371,100; last 
year’s total was $1,392,618,600. 

During the week December 7 through 
December 14 there was $21,613,400 
worth of new construction work started 
in this territory, which was a drop of 
a little more than $6,000,000 from the 
preceding week’s record. The week’s 
contract total showed the following 
classes to be worthy of mention:—$15,- 
899,100, or 74 percent of all construc- 
tion, for residential buildings; $1,585,- 
700, or 7 percent, for public works and 


utilities; $1,255,000, or 6 percent, for 
commercial buildings; $832,500, or 4 
percent, for industrial projects; and 


$808,500, or 4 percent, for educational 
projects. 

New work reported in contemplation 
during the past week reached a total of 
$34,257,600. There was just a slight 
decrease from the figure for the pre- 
vious week, but the daily average of 
new contemplated work reported since 
the first of this year, amounting to 
$7,902,200, is considerably ahead of the 
daily average ($6,209,200) of new con- 
templated work reported during the 
entire year 1927.

Pigments 


Steady markets prevailed in all di- 
visions of the pigments trade last week. 
There was but a moderate amount of 
spot inquiry reported, the market 
toward the latter half of the week re- 
flecting to the full the usual pre-holi- 
day quiet experienced at this time of 
the year. 

With raw material markets in strong 
position, pigments go into the closing 
week of the year in firm condition. 
Manufacturers have booked a consid- 
erable quantity of contract business 
covering the first half of 1929, and in 
some instances have booked for the 
entire year. 

White Lead.—Some inquiry was re- 
ported for white lead in oil, the mar- 
ket continuing in steady position. The 
dry product, however, was. rather 
sluggish, and little demand was noted 
for prompt shipment stocks. 


Red Lead.—Corroders were experi- 
encing a moderate call for both dry red 
lead and red lead in oil, with the lat- 
ter selling in better quantities. There 
were no price changes reported, the 
steady market for the metal making 
for firmness on the pigments. 


Litharge.—Conditions were much the 
same as during the previous several 
weeks. Buyers were showing little in- 
clination to stock in advance of ac- 
tual requirements, and business was 
chiefly confined to small lots. No 
price changes materialized. 

Lithopone.—Manufacturers reported 
some slackening off in contract move- 
ment. This was a seasonal develop- 
ment, due to the nearness of anual 
stock-taking at consuming manufac- 
turers’ plants. Makers of the pigment 
have booked heavily for first-half 1929 
delivery, and look for an early start 
of the contract movement in 1929. 
Prices were unchanged. 

Zinc Oxide.—With the zinc metal 
market holding up well, continued 
firmness on the pigment was reported. 
Consuming manufacturers had slack- 
ened off in their spot operations some- 
what. Manufacturers of zinc oxide 
have booked in substantiai volume for 
delivery over the first half of 1929, 
at the same prices that prevailed in 
1928 contracts.

Some interest was being shown in 
an inquiry from the Navy Department 
for 356,000 pounds of Venetian red. 
Of this quantity, 300,000 pounds are 
wanted for delivery at Norfolk and 
the remainder for delivery to the Mare 
Island Navy Yard. Bids will be 
Opened on this material by the Bu- 
reau of Supplies and Accounts, Navy 


Department, Washington, D. C., on 
January 8. 
Blacks. — Deliveries on contracts 


‘were rather light, owing to the close- 
ness of the inventory period. Car- 
bon grades were moving in a small 
way, and the same was true of lamp- 
black. Black oxide of iron continued 
to meet with a moderately active call, 
quotations remaining steady. Other 
blacks were quiet. 

Blues.—A steady undertone charac- 
terized the market for iron blues, 
manufacturers continuing to quote 32c. 
to 35c. per pound on spot. Little in- 
quiry for prompt shipment blues de- 
veloped, but manufacturers were 
carrying a good amount of contract 
business for next year and were look- 
ing for an early movement on these 
contracts. 

Browns.—Current prices remained 
unchanged during the week, and it 
was indicated that the schedule would 
Carry over without change into the 
new year. There was but a routine 
demand for prompt shipment browns 
noted last week, consuming manufac- 
turers in most instances slackening 
off operations for the year-end holi- 
days and inventory. 

Greens.—Firmness in chrome grades 
Was the outstanding feature of an 
otherwise dull market last week. 
Manufacturers were signing up busi- 
ness for delivery over the coming 
year, and it was reported that the 
bulk of the business was being writ- 
ten within the spot price range. Other 
greens were dull throughout, no price 
changes developing. 

Reds.—While sharper selling compe- 
tition had developed on the toners, no 
price changes were reported and it 
was thought in trade circles that the 
price basis would carry over into 1929 
without any appreciable revisions. 
There was little spot demand reported 
on any grades of red during the week, 
although prices remained steady. 


Yellows.—Renewed firmness in pig 
lead has made for a fairly steady mar- 
‘ket on chrome yellow, and makers last 
week continued to adhere to the quoted 
range of 15%c. to 16%c. per pound. 
Some contract business for 1929 had 
been taken previously down to l15c. 
per pound on good quality chrome, it 
was reported, but sellers last week 
were not inclined to go below the 
15%c. level, and on small business 
were quoting 4c. to %c. per pound 
over this figure. 


Colors in Oil 


Steady markets for oil colors pre- 
vailed last week. Spot trading was 
confined to small quantities, distribu- 
tors holding down their purchases un- 
til after inventory at the end of the 
year. Manufacturers were making 
plans for their spring selling cam- 
paign, and were looking for an early 
demand. Prices showed no change. 


Varnish Gums 


Importers reported that the market 
was showing more than its usual 
amount of dullness for this season of 
the year, with consuming manufac- 
turers virtually withdrawn. No change 
in the situation is anticipated until 
about the second week in January, by 
which time factory inventories will 
have been completed. 

Copals.—East Indian grades remained 
in firm position, but new business was 
practically at a standstill. Importers 
were showing firm price views, in line 
with strong conditions prevalent in pri- 
mary markets. Business in Congo 
grades was dull and the same was also 
true of Manilas and Pontianaks, prices 
of all remaining unchanged. 

Dammars.—Singapore No. 2 was in 
heavier supply on spot, and the market 
sold off 4c. at 22%c. to 23%4c. per 
pound, under limited trading. Batavia 
grades were strongly held, although 
little business was reported. Elemis 
Were quiet and unchanged. 

Kauris— Consuming manufacturers 
were showing no inclination to antici- 
pate their requirements, and the vol- 
ume of spot business did not run into 
large totals last week. Quotations were 
without change on any of the grades. 

Esters.—A very firm market for rosin 
ruled last week, and esters were re- 
flecting this strength. Small-lot trading

prevailed on spot, with buyers stocking 
only for immediate wants pending their 
annual inventories next week. 


Other Paint Materials 


Volume of trading showed seasonal 
falling-off last week, but with the ex- 
ception of a weakening in the position 
of casein, prices were well held. Con- 
suming manufacturers were showing a 
general tendency to limit their opera- 
tions to small lots. 


Casein.—Stocks were in more liberal 
supply on spot, and the market reacted 
on the higher grades. Domestic 80-100 
mesh was 4c. down at 15\c. to 15%c. 
per pound, with imported fine-ground 
showing a corresponding reduction to 
the same price range. Demand was 
slack. 

China Clay.—Sellers have booked a 
good amount of business for 1929 but 
the spot markets were sluggish 
throughout the week. Contract with- 
drawals Had fallen off sharply, and 
there was very little spot inquiry. 
Prices were unchanged. 

Mineral Thinner.—There was a fair 
demand for petroleum spirits mineral 
thinner last week, the market holding 
at 13c. per gallon in tankcars and 20c. 
per gallon in steel barrels. 

V. M. and P. Naphtha.—Sellers con- 
tinued to hold the market at 20c. per 
gallon for deodorized in barrels. Trad- 
ing was routine. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—Although the V. M. & 
P. naphtha was somewhat inclined to dullness, 
there was no indication of weakening. Lead- 
ing sellers reported a good amount of business 
considering the season, and prices held firmly. 


Ruling prices per gallon were:—Tankcar (f.0.b. 
Whiting) 13.9c.; tankwagon, 16.2c. 


Whiting—Some inquiry was re- 
ported for contracts covering deliveries 
over 1929, but the spot market was 
slow. Prices were well maintained on 
both imported and domestic qualities. 


Driers 
With the stearic acid market in strong 
position, consuming manufacturers 


were booking stearates in a large 
way for first half of 1929 delivery. 
A little business with large consumers 
was reported at about 24c. to 24%c. 
per pound early in the week, but the 
market firmed up and sellers were 
strong at 25%c. to 26c. per pound. Buy- 
ers in some instances were endeavor- 
ing to book throughout 1929 at the 
current price basis, but makers of the 
product were unwilling to sell beyond 
June 30, next, in most instances. There 
has been a fair amount of contract 
business for next year written on 
resinates, at firm prices, but future 
saies on other driers have been rather 
backward thus far. There were no 
price changes reported on any of the 
grades last week. 


Metal Leaf 


Holiday buying of gold and silver 
leaf had subsided materially last week, 
and the market was a quiet affair 
throughout. Prices were well main- 
tained on all grades, however. Alumi- 
num leaf was moving in a small way 
at unchanged prices, and the same held 
true of composition metal leaf. 


Lacquer Materials 


Although some slowing down in the 
active rate of buying which had been 
witnessed for several months past in 
most lacquer materials was shown last 
week, a substantial number of prod- 
ucts could be singled out which showed 
no relaxation whatever from the tight- 
ness that had ruled. It was pointed 
out in the trade that the national auto- 
mobile show was only about a fort- 
night away and that manufacturing 
operations on many new models would 
get under way immediately thereafter. 
So far as the automotive outlook for 
1929 was concerned the best informed 
officials in the industry were of the be- 
lief that production of automobiles 
and trucks in 1929 would reach satis- 
factory totals and might even establish 
new high records. This should all be 
beneficial to the producers of lacquer 
materials who have enjoyed a tre- 
mendous demand for virtually all their 
products throughout the fall and early 
winter months. Some of the wood 
chemicals utilized as raw materials in 
the lacquer materials line were still in 
extremely limited supply. ‘The same 
was true of toluol, although producers 
of the latter said there had recently 
been some let up in the active rate of 
buying. The extensive demand for 
butyl alcohol, which has been encount- 
ered throughout the past year, has been 
one of the interesting developments 
of the market. The productive capac- 
ity of the principal producers has been 
increased about seven fold during the 
past eight years, and the output of the 
various derivatives has likewise been 
substantially increased. The pressure 
of foreign competition in butyl acetate 
was less pronounced last week, al- 
though the scheduled hearing regard- 
ing the enforcement of the anti-dump- 
ing act had been postponed. Fair buy- 
ing continued in ethyl lactate. A num- 
ber of glycol preparations which com- 
bine with ethyl alcohol were also meet- 
ing a good seasonal volume of inquiry.

Stocks in the three principal 
markets in the South at the middle of 
the current month were about the same 
as a year ago, but there is a belief that 
the statistical situation will take on a 
more bullish appearance after the turn 
of the year. 

Meantime sentiment in trade circles 
here regarding the outlook is rather 
optimistic. This is partly a reflection 
of the improved feeling in financial 
circles, but it is also traceable in some 
measure to the encouraging nature of 
reports from various parts of the coun- 
try concerning the condition of Ameri- 
can business in general. 


Rosin prices continued to move with- 
in narrow limits in Southern markets.

Refined Oil Futures Quiet at a Small Advance 
—Crude Steady with Offerings Light—Cotton 
Easier—Hog Receipts Free 


Local and Southern markets for cot- 
tonseed products were quiet last week 
and changes in quotations were small. 
Traders here were disposed to await 
further developments in the general 
situation, although sentiment in some 
quarters was more bullish tran re- 
cently, owing to encouraging develop- 
ments in financial circles and favorable 
reports in regard to the condition of 
general business in many parts of the 
country. 


Offerings of crude oil and other prod- 
ucts were light. In some quarters it 
was contended that the cotton crop has 
been overestimated. Weather condi- 
tions in parts of the cotton belt were 
unfavorable for finishing the work of 
gathering the crop. 

The total transactions in refined oil 
futures on the New York Produce Ex- 
change for five business days of the 
week were 41,100 barrels. This com- 
pared with 53,200 barrels for five days 
of the previous week and with 39,400 
barrels two weeks ago. Prices fluctu- 
ated within narrow limits, the net re- 
sult being an advance on the principal 
months of 8 to 14 points, as compared 
with the final quotations of the pre- 
vious week. 


Cotton futures in the local market 
were fairly active with moderate 
fluctuations. On Friday, December 
closed at 20.23c.; January, 19.98c., and 
March, 20.02c., showing a decline of 11 
to 25 points, as compared with the pre- 
vious Friday. 

Price changes made Saturday up to 
noon and other last-minute market 
developments are reported on page 2. 


Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


A steady tone prevailéd in most parts 
of the South and quotations were gen- 
erally maintained at around the levels 
prevailing in the previous week. The 
movement of seed continued disap- 
pointing to some and there was no in- 
crease in offerings of products. Mills 
in some cases are said to be sold up 
and not in a position to accept much 
new business for early delivery. In 
some instances mills are preparing to 
curtail production, as usual at this 
period of the year. 

Advices from the Southeast were to 
the effect that makers of fertilizers 
were not manifesting much interest in 
the meal situation. There was a fair 
inquiry from the feed trade, but actual 
business was of a conservative char- 
acter. 

Quotations on seed in the Southwest 
ranged from $42 to $45 per ton, in the 
Valley from $40 to $45 per ton, and in 
the Southeast from $43 to $46 per ton. 
In the Southeast 7 percent meal was 
quoted at $38.50 to $41 per ton. In the 
Valley 8 percent meal was $45 to $46 
per ton. 


Cottonseed Oil 


Speculative operations in the local 
market for cottonseed products con- 
tinued quiet last week. Commission 
houses had comparatively few orders 
and ring traders were still inclined in 
not a few instances to operate merely 
for small turns or hold off for new 
developments in the situation. In such 
circumstances fluctuations in prices 
were of the same indecisive character 
noted in recent preceding weeks, the 
tone being somewhat easier early in 
the week and firmer later on. 

Sentiment in some quarters was 
more bullish than recently owing to 
encouraging developments in the mar- 
ket for securities, the easier money 
situation and the improved feeling in 
financial circles as well as optimistic 
reports from various parts of the 
country concerning the outlook for 
American trade in general with the 
turn of the year. 

On the other hand the _ bearish 
character of the December government 
report on the cotton crop, the liberal 
movement of live hogs in the West 
and the quietness of trade in cotton- 
seed products in the South had a 
tendency to discourage aggressive 
operations on the long side of the 
market here for refined oil futures. 

Crude oil was reported as quiet in 
most parts of the South, with indi- 
cations for a continuation of this con- 
dition until after the holidays. Trade 
in cash oil and lard compound here 
was rather slow. Although exports of 
lard recently have shown an increase, 
it is contended that this movement to 
a considerable extents represents old 
business. Products which compete 
with cottonseed oil in some cases were 


easier. Offerings of crude corn and 
coconut oil were .noted at concessions. 
Sales of tallow at the weekly auction 
in London were small, although prices 
were steady. 

There was liquidation at times by 
tired holders of the near positions. 
Deliveries on December contracts thus 
far this morth have been larger than 
some had expected, amounting to 
5,700 barrels. December was switched 
to March at 17 points difference; Jan- 
uary to May at 30 to 35 points; May 
to July at 12 to 14 points; January to 
July at 50 points. 

On soft spots there was more or less 
support and covering. Some of the 


buying was attributed to refiners. 
Commission houses also made _ pur- 
chases in’ a small way. Speculative 


offerings were light much of the time. 
There was no increase in hedging 
operations. Pressure from this source 
thus far this season has been lighter 
than many had expected. 

Offerings of crude oil in the South 
continued small. Production in some 
sections has slowed down recently, as 
usual at this season. The trend of 
cotton and lard futures was upward 
at times. It is contended by some here 
and in the South that the cotton crop 
has been overestimated by the gov- 
ernment. Stocks of lard at Chicago 
decreased about 2,000,000 pounds dur- 
ing November. The total supply there 
December 1, however, was nearly 
double what it was at the same time 
last year. 

The average weight of the hogs re- 


ceived in Chicago during the week 
ended December 15 was 231 pounds, 
against 233 pounds in the previous 
week. Exports of lard from January 


1 to December 15 were 698,612,000 
pounds against 644,736,000 pounds in 
the corresponding period last year. 
On Friday the market was quiet, 
prices showing a small decline as 
compared with the previous day, some 
local and other traders being disposed 
to sell towards the close of the week. 
Final quotations, however, were 8 to 
14 points higher on the more active 
months in comparison with the clos- 
ing prices of the previous Saturday.

The market for misellaneous oils, 
fats and greases was quieter last week. 
Purchasing was generally limited to 
Small or moderate quantities and the 
volume of inquiries received for such 
lots showed a decrease, consumers be- 
ing disposed to curtail operations as 
usual at this period of the year, The 
trend of prices was downward, changes 
being slight. 

Domestic markets for chinawood oil 
were quieter and although the tone was 
firm early in the week a somewhat 
easier feeling prevailed later, offer- 
ings being noted on the coast for 
prompt and nearby shipment at slight 
concessions.

The Gulf Pipe Line Company, pur-

Notwithstand- 
ing pro-ration activities among pro- 
ducers, the flush production of new 
fields has consistently swelled produc- 
tion totals during recent weeks, and 
no relief from the heavy flow of crude 
is yet in sight. California is expected 
to spurt ahead next month, when con- 
siderable new production is due to 
come in as the result of the active 
campaign in the Santa Fe Springs 
field. 

Gasoline rallied a little in Group 3 
territory during the week, but the mar- 
ket was still rather soft. Curtailed 
production in the Midcontinent was ex- 
pected to halt the steady downward 
movement of prices. Export demand 
was lagging and markets on export 
grades were weak.

Crude Petroleum 


An advance of 10c. per barrel in the 
price of Corning crude was the prin- 
cipal development in last week’s mar- 
ket. On crude run prior to September 
15, 1926, on which the 35c. gathering 





heavy production, are in Oklahoma 
County, Oklahoma; Reagan County, 
Texas, and Sedgewick County, Kan- 
sas. In the latter field it is reported 
that efforts will be made to organize 
the operators for conservative devel- 
opment.

Pipe line and tank farm gross do- 
mestic crude oil stocks east of the 
Rocky Mountains decreased 2,110,000 
barrels in the month of November, 
1928, according to returns compiled by 
the American’ Petroleum Institute 
from reports made to it by represen- 
tative companies.

Refinery Products 


Softness in export gasoline at the 
Gulf was the principal development 
last week, prices being lower on all 
grades under continued slack trading. 
The market at Midcontinent refineries 
was still in easy position, but the de- 
cline appeared to have been checked 
somewhat. 

Lubricating oil prices were again 
sharply higher on cylinder stocks, fol- 
lowing advances at the refineries in 
line with the higher crude market in 
Pennsylvania. 

Changes of general interest were 
lacking in other divisions of the re- 
fined products group. 


The following is the American 
Petroleum Institute’s summary for the 
month of November, 1928, of the in- 
creases and decreases in stocks at re- 
fineries covering approximately 86 per- 
cent of the operating capacity east of

Market Conditions 


Gasoline and Naphthas. — Export 
prices were again lower at the Gulf. 
Navy was %c. lower at 8%c. per gal- 
lon with similar declines shown on 
60-62 at 10%c. and 64-66 at 10%c. per 
gallon. Trading was slow. Prices on 
export gasoline at the North Atlantic 
were unchanged, but business was 
quiet. Group 3 refinery prices were 
rather soft during the week, but the 
market tone had shown decided im- 
provement and it was believed in trade 
circles that the market had about 
reached bottom for the current move. 
Jobbing gasoline at Bayonne was 
steady at llc. per gallon. 

Kerosene.—A good demand was re- 
ported in the jobbing market with 
water white firm at 9c. per gallon in 
tankear lots. The tankwagon quota- 
tion was unchanged at 15c. Export 
quotations were without change, a 
quiet market prevailing. Effective 
December 24, tankwagon kerosene will 
be cut lc. to 13c. per gallon through- 
out Standard Oil of New Jersey terri- 
tory. Reports from Midcontinent re- 
fineries noted a fair inquiry for prompt 
shipment kerosene, the market holding 
about steady. 

Fuel and Gas Oils.—No changes ma- 
terialized in this division of the mar- 
ket during the week. Demand for fuel 
oil eased off a little, but the market 
was steady at $1.05 per barrel, bulk, 
f.o.b. ‘New York and New Jersey re- 
finery terminals. Diesel oil was meet- 
ing with a good inquiry at $2 per 
barrel, bulk, local refinery terminals. 
Gas oil, 32-36 degrees, was held un- 
changed at 54c. per gallon. Refiners 
were experiencing a good demand for 
furnace oil, which ranged 4%c. to 4%c. 
per gallon, bulk, tankear lots, at local 
refineries. 

Paraffin Wax.—A stronger market 
tone was apparent on paraffin wax last 
week, and the trade was looking for a 
higher price basis, particularly on the 
higher melting points of fully refined. 
Refiners were booking principally 
prompt shipment, being unwilling to 
contract ahead. Prices were strongly 
held on all grades. Export demand 
was a feature during the week. 


Petrolatum. y to firm markets 
ruled throughout the week, a good de- 
mand being reported. Snow white 
continued to move in good volume. 
with sellers quoting 8%c. to 8%c. per 
pound in car lots. Lily white was 
quotable at 1c. per pound under this 
range. Business in the lower grades 
was reported as active, with a good 
movement into export channels noted 
during the week. 


Medicinal. Oil. — Operations had 
slackened off somewhat in this branch 
of the market last week. Pharmaceu- 
tical grades were not being called for 
in a large way for prompt. shipment, 
but sellers were looking for an early 
revival in demand after completion of 
the first-of-the-year inventories next 
week. Industrial grades were likewise 
sluggish. Prices were without change. 

Lubricating Oils. — Spot cylinder 
stocks were again in higher position 
last week, following further advances 
at the refineries. On filtered D600 the 
market was ic. higher at 34c. to 34%c. 
per gallon, with E600 up lc. at 28c. to 
28%c. per gallon. Unfiltered 600 s.r. 
was 2c. higher at 26%ec. to 27c. per 
gallon, with 650 s.r. 2c. up at 30%c. to 
3le. per pound. On 600 flash the mar- 
ket advanced 1%c. to 3l1c. to 31%c. per 
gallon, with 630 flash up Ic. at 36c. to 
3644c. per gallon. Other grades were 
without change. Demand was well 
sustained throughout the week.

Chicago Petroleum Market 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20, 1928. 


The spot gasoline market has shown more 
evidence of stabilization in the last few day@ 
than for some months past. While there is still 
cheap gasoline on the market, the general 
sentiment now seems to be that the level of 
prices for tankcar motor fuel to the domestic 
trade is striking very near the bottom which 
presumably is around 8c. for the average good 
material. 

This has been the most interesting develop- 
ment in many weeks. At the same time, how- 
ever, the market has turned even duller than 
usual, and while jobbers are watching the mar- 
ket closely, they are buying only the bare 
minimum of their necessities. 

Jobbers are now putting out cautious in- 
quiries for gasoline running into the new year. 
At the same time some southwestern refiners 
are receiving inquiries from exporters who are 
believed to be ready to buy on a graduated 
scale which may support the market and stil} 
not give it any sudden stimulus 

Certain gasoline has been available here the 
past week at rather low prices. This is con- 
sidered to be the ‘“‘tail end’ of the weakening 
of gasoline. In fact certain refiners have let 
it be known that if much good gasoline ap- 
peared on the market below 8c. f.o.b. Okla- 
homa, they and possibly some others who are 
normally sellers would turn buyers, on the 
theory that it was cheap at the price and was 
a bargain. Meanwhile refiners are diligently 
seeking to reduce their crude oil runs further. 
This is coming at a time when sweet crude 


oil output in the southwest is declining so that 
there is still some light crude oil going into 
storage. 


Refiners are now analyzing the probable early 
1929 market for gasoline, and all of theee 
studies indicate an increase over 1928 of 7 to 
12 percent, with an average of 9 percent prob- 
ably representing the general consensus. 

The unfavorable weather has cut into gaso- 
line consumption somewhat as the year draws 
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toward a close. Refiners, however, state this 
is to be expected and they are not greatly 
depressed by it. There has been some revision 
in service station prices at local points, but 
representatives of large companies state it is 
generally believed that tank wagon structure 
will hold about as it is. 

High test gasolines are subject to some im- 
proved demand, but prices are not much 
stronger. Natural gasoline continued easy and 
has lost much of its bulge of ercent months. 

Kerosene continued seasonably dull and 
weak, with fractionally lower prices. 

All burner oils, especially those which can be 
used for domestic burners, are showing up 
considerably better. Premiums are being paid 
for distillates. gas oils and fuels which have 
a good flash and a good pour test, with not 
so much attention as previously paid to grav- 
ity. Refiners are putting prices up slightly on 
the distillates and zero gas oils. Industrial gas 
oils are slow but firm. 

Fuels are running firm all around, although 
most belief is that ordinary fuels will be able 
to show little price movement either way for 
an indefinite period ahead. There are large 
quantities of low grade fuel available. The 
sulphur fuel is being bought readily at present 
at firm prices provided it has good cold test.

Tulsa Petroleum Market 


TULSA, Dec. 19, 1928. 

Irregularity, which characterized last week's 
trading in the Midcontinent refinery markets, 
is again in evidence under the influence of 
increased stocks coupled with the usual pre- 
holiday inactivity in practically all products. 

U. S. motor material was offered freely by 
some smalier units at 7%c. a gallon, a new 
low level on this decline. The larger con- 
cerns were maintaining quotations at 8%c. a 
gallon, which is the same as was quoted for 
the previous week. 

Exporters have shown no further inclination 
toward the purchase of additional high tests. 
However, refiners are in fair shape for the 
present and are unwilling to make further 
price concessions in order to book new busi- 
ness. 

Demand for all grades of natural gasolines 
continued to taper off, with prices %c. to %c. 
a gallon lower than the previous week’s levels. 
Manufacturers generally attributed the present 
slump to lack of buying on the part of local 
refiners, because of light export orders for the 
refinery high-tests, inactivity on the buying 
side of the market, on the part of Atlantic 
seaboard and Gulf coast refiners and exporters. 

Both grades of Midcontinent kerosene con- 
tinued somewhat sluggish during the week, 
but prices held fairly steady at the previous 
week’s levels. 

Distillates

Gas oils were also somewhat firmer in price 
with increased buying on the part of the 
larger industrial consumers in evidence. Local 
refiners operating cracking units were also'a 
little more active on the buying side for the 
strictly overhead grades. 

Stocks of fuel oils carried by refiners con- 
tinue to diminish slightly each week, but prices 
were generally unchanged, with the low grav- 
ity high cold test material hard to move on 
the spot market. The zero oils held steady 
with the high gravities slightly higher in price. 

The Midcontinent neutrals were generally 
inactive with prices unchanged from the pre- 
vious week’s range. Gulf coast zero oils con- 
tinued active. Bright stocks, steam refined 
stocks, and waxes were slightly higher in 
prices, in sympathy with advances made by 
Pennsylvania refiners following recent crude 
hikes in that territory.

three-month jail sentence for contempt 
in fefusing to answer questions of a 
Senate Committee on the Naval Oil 
Leases. 


R. M. Burgess, for’ the last nine 
months general agent in Quincy, II1., 
for the Sinclair Refining Company, last 
week was advanced te the city sales 
staff in Kansas City, with supervision 
of the staff. W. E. Husted, Chicago, 
has been appointed his successor in 
Quincy. 

The Russiat® Naphtha Syndicate is 
reported to have come to an agreement 
with the distributors of American gaso- 
line in Esthonia and the distillers of 
Esthonian shale whereby the price of 
petroleum gasoline is fixed at 0.30 
kronen per liter and that of shale gaso- 
line at 0.28 kronen. 


An oil shale mining concession cov- 
ering 4,000 hectares has been granted 
by the Estonian government to the 
“Asserin” cement plant. The cement 
industry has been one of the principal 
users-of oil shale and this plant has 
secured the concession in order to se- 
eure fuel for its own use. 





The Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana has purchased a new 12-passen- 
ger Ford airplane and will discard its 
present 10-passenger plane. 


Harwood M. Graves, purchasing 
agent for the Buffalo branch of the 
Standard Oil Company, has_ been 
elected president of the Park Club, 
Buffalo. 


The Alliance Oil & Refining Com- 
pany’s plant at Thermopolis, Wyo., has 
been purchased by the Mere Oil Com- 
pany and will be moved to the Osage 
district, where the Mere company has 
good production. 


The Cyprus Petroleum Company, Los 
Angeles, has leased a section of land 
on the Goosebill structure, twenty- 
eight miles west of Fort Benton, Mont. 
It is drilling a test well adjoining its 
latest acquisition. 


Regardless of the fact that the voters 
of the State killed the project to raise 
the tax on gasoline for better roads, 
the Arkansas Valley Association of 
County Commissioners, At Pueblo, 
Colo., has advocated the raise. 


The Amarillo Producers & Refiners 
Corporation is to construct a 5,000,- 
barrel refinery at San Angelo, Texas, 
and operate as the Del Rio Refining 
Company.

The Humble Oil & Refining Company 
has started construction of 20 addi- 
tional oil storage tanks at Ingleside, 
Texas. The company has also com- 
menced work on a pipeline from the 
new field in the Carey Lake district 
in eastern Texas to its refinery at 
Groesbeck, Texas, a distance of 105 
miles. 


The Missouri-Kansas Pipe Line 
Company kas made-a five-year con- 
tract with the Jackson County Light, 
Heat & Power Company of Independ- 
ence, Mo., to supply 1,500,000 cubic feet 
of natural gas for distribution to a 
population of 25,000 during the coming 
year and increasing quantities in the 
ensuing years. 


The Continental Oil Company has 
purchased the Colorado and Wyoming 
holdings of the Union Oil Company of 
California. The Fort Collins Colorado 
property consists of leases on 11.728 
acres and a production of 1,200,000 bar- 
rels a year. The deal apparently 
means the withdrawal of the Union 
from Colorado and Wyoming. 


A meeting of the Mid-Continent 
Royalty Owners’ Association will be 
held at Fort Worth, the second week 
in January, for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a Texas branch of the associ- 
ation. It is expected that the attend- 
ance will be large because of dissat- 
isfaction among Texas royalty owners 
in the matter of taxes on royalties. 





The engineering department of the 
Vacuum Oil Company, this city, held 
its annual conference at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania, December 17 to 21. 


The Shaffer Oil & Refining Company 
is getting 60 barrels of black oil daily 
from a test well in Hughes county, 
Oklahoma, at 2,950 feet. It will go 
deeper. 


The Preston Oil Company has pur- 
chased an undivided half interest in 
leases covering a block of 1,000 acres 
located in Anderson county, Kansas. 
A test is to be made of the Bartlesville 
sand. Consideration not stated. 


Antwerp Oil Wharves, Ltd., is being 
formed under British auspices for the 
development of a petroleum warehous- 
ing and wharf service in Antwerp, 
similar to that carried on in London by 
London & Thames Haven Oil Wharves, 
Ltd. 


The Soviet development of Sakhalin 
petroleum resources not under conces- 
sion to the Japanese resulted in the 
completion of a 175-barrel well late 
in November. Two other wells are 
drilling and four more will shortly be 
started. 


H. M. Hart, secretary of the Re- 
finers Oil Corporation, was elected 
president of the Cincinnati Oil Club at 
the annual meeting held at the Cincin- 
nati Club December 14. Other officers 
chosen were:—John Moore, vice-presi- 
dent; John Stillpass, Queen City Pe- 
troleum Products Company, treasurer; 
J. D. Chandler, Caldwell-Taylor Com- 
pany, secretary. 





A new standard for heavy oils for 
road or pavement construction admit- 
ted free of duty under item 198 of the 
South African tariff has been pub- 
lished. Such oils must now contain 
not less than 40 percent of bitumen 
and must be of such a nature that on 
heating at 160 degrees C. for five hours 
they do not lose more than 30 percent 
of their weight. 


An oil refinery has been started 
about 40 miles southeast of Stockholm 
by the owners of the shipping com- 
pany which operates the Johnson Line 
to the west coast of the United States 
via the Panama Canal. A quay and 
pier have been built at the plant loca- 
tion on the Baltic shore, and a depth 
of 35 feet at the quay allows the dock- 
ing of large oil tankers. 


Contract has been let for a new pipe- 
line from the Coltex refinery, Standard 
Oil Company of California, at Colorado, 
Texas, to the Iatan field and new Fos- 
ter wells in Howard county, 20 miles 
southwest. The line will eventually 
take in the Chalk-Settles field, Howard 
county. The refinery is one of the 
largest in West Texas and has three 
pipelines to various fields. 


R. W. Willits, Aledo, Ill., has become 
sole owner of the Joy Oil Company, 
organized seven years ago, which now 
operates in five adjoining counties. 
Mr. Willits acquired interests of Judge 
George A. Cooke, Chicago, and R. P. 
McBride, Aledo. Mr. Willits becomes 
president of the company; Loren Wil- 
lits, vice-president, and Mrs. Verna 
S. Willits, secretary-treasurer. 





The Okmulgee, Okla., refinery of the 
Independent Oil & Gas Company has 
been enlarged and equipped with new 
machinery. 


Gasoline consumption in Florida 
from January to June, inclusive, was 
122,814,389 gallons, which yielded 
$6,140,719 in revenue from the State 
gasoline tax. 


Deep drilling for oil has been started 
between Northdown and Port Sorrell, 
Tasmania, by the Adelaide Oil Explo- 
ration Company. The Tasmanian gov- 
ernment is furthering the project 
through the free loan of drilling ap- 
paratus. 


Review by the Supreme Court of the 
United States of the legality of an 
ordinance of Marysville, Kan., requir- 
ing gasoline and kerosene storage 
tanks to be underground is sought in 
a petition for a writ of certiorari filed 
December 10 by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Kansas and the Sinclair Re- 
fining Company. The American Petro- 
leum Institute Las intervened in be- 
half of the oil companies. 


The senate, December 10, adopted a 
resolution relieving Owen J. Roberts 
and Atlee Pomerene, special government 
counsel in oil fraud prosecutions, from 
the operation of the law prohibiting 
government employees from practicing 
before government departments. Mr. 
Roberts recently resigned in order to 
attend to his private practice, and this 
resolution, when approved by the 
house, would permit him to return. 


A citation requiring Harry M. Black- 
mer, absent witness of the oil cases, to 
show cause on February 25 why he 
should not be held in contempt of the 
District of Columbia Supreme Court, 
was issued December 17 by Justice 
William Hitz, Washington. Blackmer, 
former president of the Midwest Re- 
fining Company, Denver, failed to ap- 
pear as a witness for the government 
in the Harry F. Sinclair conspiracy 
trial last April. 


R. R. Crawford, Tulsa, filed suit in 
the Circuit Court at Kansas City, De- 
cember 15, asking $375,000 damages 
from officials of the Manhattan Oil 
Company, claiming that, October 8, 
1927, he entered into an oral agreement 
with the nine men named to procure 
a purchaser for the assets of the Man- 
hattan, to furnish stock or to procure 
an exchange of Manhattan stock for 
stock of the Independent Oil & Gas 
Company, and that he was to receive 
“the usual fee,” but is unable to col- 
lect anything. 


A bill introduced in the Cuban sen- 
ate for regulation of the alcohol indus- 
try specifically provides that internal 
combustion engines for which petro- 
leum, or its derivatives, is the neces- 
sary fuel, or the specified fuel, would 
pay double duty on importation. Within 
two years after the law is enacted all 
internal combustion engines using pe- 
troleum or derivatives shall pay a spe- 
cial tax of $5 per nominal horse power 
per year. In addition fuel intended for 
such motors would pay 20 cents per 
gallon consumption tax instead of 10 
cents under the public works law if 
alcohol for general fuel purposes is 
taxed at 10 ccnts per gallon.

Tin Salts and Soda Cyanide Decline—Potassium 
Permanganate Up—Oxalic Acid Firmer 
—Alkalies and Acids Active 


The remarkable manner in which 
activity in the industrial chemical 
market was maintained practically to 
the end of the year encouraged a ma- 
jority of producers in the belief that 
1929 would again be a banner year in 
the total volume of shipments effected. 
There were numerous price develop- 
ments throughout the list last week. 
Perhaps the item of chief interest was 
the 1c. advance in permanganate of 
potash resulting from the higher im- 
port duty. Producers of 96 to98 percent 
cyanide ofsodaplacedareduction of Ic. 
per pound into effect and were quoting 
the product at 18c. per pound. Another 
interesting development was the an- 
nouncement that domestic interests 
had undertaken production of formic 
acid here. They were offering the 
product at the same identical prices 
as have ruled for the foreign. Oxalic 
acid was reported as being in a firmer 
position, with some producers quoting 
11%c. to 11%c. per pound, barrels, 
works, which was about 4c. to ce. 
per pound higher. 

A reactionary tone in metallic tin 
resulted in a general downward revi- 
sion in the salts of the metal. Metallic 
antimony, on the other hand, showed 
an advance of about 4c. per pound. 


and the general undertone of the mar- 
ket was reported as quite firm with 
the outlook favorable for large ship- 
ments next season. 

Ammonia, Aqua.—Sufficient contract 
business has been closed on the basis 
of 2%c. per pound, tanks, works, and 
8c. to 3%4c. per pound drums, car lots 
to give the market an undertone of 
firmness. 

Ammonia Bicarbonate. 
rivals were noted from Holland. The 
genéral position of the market was 
described as being firm at $6 per 100 
pounds car lots, contracts, works, and 
$6.25, less than car lots, works. 

Ammonia Sulphocyanide.—The tech- 
nical crystals were being maintained 
on the basis of 36c. per pound in lots 
of 2,000 pounds, 37c. in lots of 1,000 
pounds, 40c. in 300 pounds lots, 42c. in 
lots of 100 pounds in kegs, 48c. in 25 
pound jars and 67c. in lots of 100 
pounds in barrels. 

Ammoniac, Sal.—More activity de- 
veloped at the recently announced re- 
duction to a basis of $4.50 per 100 
pounds, car lots, contracts, works. Ac- 
tive solicitation of contracts for the 
gray was under negotiation. The de-

It was but natural that the volume of 
contracting should show a pronounced 
falling off, as the producers had al- 
ready signed the principal consumers 
for the major portion of their require- 
ments over 1929. In the case of alkalies, 
renewals had been in larger volume 
than had ever been witnessed before, 
but in spite of this there were some 
hangover contracts which remained to 
be booked. In the case of a great 
muny industrial chemicals which find 
their principal outlet in the textile and 
tanning industries it was reported that 
not a few contracts had been accepted 


at rather low prices despite the ex- 
istence of a seller’s market, so that 
higher prices were not at all unlikely 
in the next few weeks, when it may 


develop that spot goods are going to 


be difficult to secure. 
The volume of business which had 
been moving throughout the Fall 


months in blue vitriol had been exceed- 
ingly limited in contrast with the ac- 
tive movement which had been in 
progress last season. It was held that 
any upward movement in the copper 
metal market could easily result in a 
scramble on the part of these buyers 


to cover their Spring requirements, 
which would undoubtedly result in a 
higher market. The fact that bi- 


chromates were established at a higher 
price was not expected to influence 
quotations of chromic acid. Barium 
salts as well as glauber’s salt were 
experiencing an active demand. The 
contract movement in all of the min- 
eral acids held well up to previous 
totals. 

The United States Shipping Board 
will receive bids until January 18 for 
a quantity of anhydrous ammonia re- 
quired for a period of twelve months 
beginning February 1.

Ammonia, .Anhydrous.—The produc- 
ers had accepted a substantial volume 
of contract business for 1929 delivery

Antimony Salts.— Within the past 
few weeks quotations for the metal 
had reacted to a basis of 9%c. to 10c. 
per pound and December-January 
shipment from China was quoted as 
low as 95c. per pound. The _ ship- 
ments of antimony from China during 
November were in excess of 1,100 tons. 
The offering quotation for the pow- 
dered needle and the oxide had under- 
gone no change from the recent level 
of 12c. per pound, and fractionally 
more. 

Barium Salts.—The producers were 
signing contracts for next year’s de- 
liveries and were maintaining their 
asked prices on the chloride at $63 per 
ton, car lots, bags, or barrels, while 
less car lots were quoted within the 
range of $68 to $70 per ton bags or 
barrels. Barium carbonate had not 
changed from its recent level of $57.50 
to $60 per ton either for the domestic 
or the foreign. Hydrate was quoted in 
some quarters of the chemical trade at 
4%c. to 5%c. per pound for the white 
crystals in 500-pound casks, while the 
sulphate U.S P. X for ex-ray was held 


within the range of 11%c. to 14c. per 
pound. 

Blue Vitriol—While a good deal 
more activity was witnessed in the 
market for copper sulphate in the 


week preceding the Christmas holidays, 
the fact was that practically the entire 
fall season had been a disappointment 
from the producers’ standpoint. Fair 
shipments had been the rule during the 
month of October, but the totals dur- 
ing September, November and Decem- 
ber fell substantially below the cor- 
responding totals of a year ago. The 
copper metal situation held firm last 
week, producers continuing to quote 
l6c. per pound, delivered to domestic 
consumers and 16%4c. per pound c.i-f. 
Hamburg basis. The position of the 
metal was an extremely firm one, how- 
ever, and it was indicated that if it 
should advance further a tremendous 
scramble on the part of Consumers to 
cover their early spring requirements 
might ensue. One of the big telegraph 
companies was-in the market last 
week for close to 3,000,000 pounds of 
copper. It was reported by one close 
observer of the market that the daily 
sales over the past fortnight have been 
close to 2,000:tons. A new high record 
was established for world’s production 
of copper during the month of Novem- 
ber when the total was 183,813 tons, a 
daily average of 6,027 tons. What new 
records had been established in copper 
earlier this year were generally on the 
side of consumption but now that pro- 
duction is setting new records sup- 
pliers may soon be able to catch up 
with back orders. 

Chlorine.—The bulk of the business 
for 1929 contracts had already been 
signed before the holidays but there 
remained a number of odds and ends 
of contracts yet to be brought into the

According to reports to the Department of 
Commerce from Santiago, the Chilean Minister 
of Finance has signed a decree authorizing the 
payment of a bonus of one Chilean peso (ap- 
proximately $0.1217 U. S. currency) for each 
metric quintal of nitrate carried by the vessels 
of the Chilean merchant marine to certain 
parts of the world. The bonus is to be paid 
by the Caja de Fomento Salitrere and will 
apply to nitrate carried in Chilean vessels to 
east coast ports of the Atlantic Ocean, to 
ports of the Pacific Ocean in the Southern 
hemisphere situated to the west of the 120th

this feeling, it was believed in mater- 
ials trade circles that mixers would re- 
main out of the market to a consider- 
able degree until close to the actual 
start of the spring shipping season, 
at which time a heavy demand’ is 
looked for. The dilatory tactics of the 
manufacturers in covering their mate- 
rials requirements, however, have 
failed to. affect the price structure 
adversely, and quotations have been 
well maintained on most items, nota- 
bly animal ammoniates. 


The outlook in Chile nitrate of soda 
was still rather uncertain. Buying in 
the cotton belt in particular has been 
lagging, and while this is attributed 
in part to high money, the smaller net 
returns to the planters on their cur- 
rent cotton crop are expected to be 
reflected in a possible curtailment of 
fertilizer purchases during the spring 
selling season. Importers were hold- 
ing their stocks within reasonable 
limits and taking steps to avoid the 
accumulation of large surplus holdings 
at the ports, which might react against 
the price basis later on in the season.

Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda.— Sluggish markets 
for soda nitrate ruled during the past 
week. Importers continued to hold spot 
material at $2.17% per 100 pounds, but 
resale nitrate was on the market at 
$2.15. The trade in the South has con- 
tinued to hold back on forward com- 
mitments, and sales for spring delivery 
are rather backward. Importers are 
quoting $2.20 for first-half 1929 deliv- 
ery. 

LONDON, Dec. 10.—Markets have been fairly 
steady during the week, swith a moderate 
volume of inquiry for spring delivery reported. 
Spot markets are rather quiet. A statistical

China and Japan. A certificate from a Chilean 
consular officer showing actual delivery in a 
port of the above-mentioned areas will be re- 
quired to entitle Chilean ship owners to re- 
ceive the bonus. 

Sulphate of Ammonia.— Contract 
movement was holding up fairly well 
last week, but spot inquiry had sub- 
sided materially. Resale sulphate in 
Northern markets ranged $2.35 to $2.40 
per 100 pounds, in bulk, with the in- 
side price ruling in the few transac- 
tions reported. In Southern markets 
sellers quoted $2.40 to $2.45 per 100 
pounds, with the volume of trading 
light. Imported synthetic material was 
quiet, but remained in steady position. 

LONDON, Dec. 10.—No further change has 
developed in the export market position this 
week. Sellers are getting a fair inquiry at 
£10 6s. per ton for neutral quality, in double 
bags, prompt shipment, f.o.b. U. K. ports. 
Conditions in the home market are unchanged, 
prices being maintained as follows: — Spot, 
£10 8s. per ton; January, £10 11s. per ton: 
February-March, £10 13s. per ton for neutral 
quality, basis 20.6 percent nitrogen, delivered, 
carriage paid, in lots of six tons or more, to 
buyers’ nearest wharf or station. 

Cottonseed Meal.—An upward reac- 
tion developed last week, sellers quot- 
ing the market at $41 to $42 per ton 
for the 7 percent ammonia grade, in 
bags, f.o.b. mills, up $2.50 per ton from 
the previous quotation. Continued 
quiet was reported, insofar as buyers 
in the fertilizer trade were concerned. 


Blood.—Buying interest had slack- 
ened perceptibly, but the market 
showed continued firmness. Stocks 


were not large, and holders were look- 
ing for a good spring buying move- 
ment to absorb their holdings. 

Fish Scrap.—Offering of a _ fair- 
sized quantity of imported whale gu- 
ano at $5.25 and 10c. per unit at Balti- 
more and other fish scrap markets had 
tended to weaken the situation on the 
latter ammonia a little. With the fish- 
ing season at an end, and carryover 
stocks of scrap light, holders were not 
disposed to meet the competition of 
the imported guano, and no price re- 
visions developed on the domestic 
product. Trading was light. 

Hoofmeal.—The Chicago market was 
up 10c. per unit to $3.85 during the 
week. Demand was still rather light, 
but offerings were not large. The South 
American product was quiet and un- 
changed at $4.00 per unit, to arrive. 

Nitrogenous.—Importers continued to 
quote $3.80 to $3.85 per unit for the 
8-10 percent ammonia grade, in bags, 
cif. Atlantic ports. Spot trading was 
rather quiet, 

Tankage. — Unground material on 
spot advanced 10c. to $4.60 and 10c. 
per unit on the spot position last week. 
Other grades were without change. 
Mixers were not showing much inter- 
est in either domestic or imported 
qualities during the week. 


Potashes 


Quiet markets for potashes prevailed 
during the past week. Stocks were ar- 
riving from Germany and France in 
good volume at principal Atlantic 
ports, and were being moved into dis- 
tributing channels. Little new busi- 
ness was reported, buyers having cov- 
ered on the bulk of their requirements 
prior to December 1, at which time 
discounts were withdrawn. 

Thus far, there has been little spot 
inquiry for potashes reported, and no 
resale trading has been noted locally. 
Traders were not looking for much re-

Phosphates 


Curtailed operations were again evi- 
dent in the phosphates group. Fertili- 
zer mixers were drawing superphos- 
phate in moderate quantities, but there 
was relatively little buying interest 
discernible on bone materials. Markets 
were well maintained. 


Bone Materials—As had been the 
ease for some weeks previously, the 
bulk of the trading in this branch of 
the market was centering on feeding 
and manufacturing grades. Fertilizer 
grades were dull, but prices were 
strongly held, and spot stocks were by 
no means excessive 

Phosphate Rock.—Consuming manu- 
facturers were showing some tendency 
to slacken off their operations, and as 
a result, contract withdrawals fell off 
somewhat. The market was well held, 
however, with producers carrying a 
good amount of business on their 
books covering deliveries over the first 
quarter of 1929. 

Superphosphate. — The season of 
heaviest consumption is still some dis- 
tance off, and distributors were not 
inclined to anticipate their require- 
ments. This naturally made for a slow 
spot market. Prices were steady on 
both the run of pile and milled and 
screened grades. 


Sulphur and Pyrites 


Contract deliveries slowed down 
somewhat during the week, due to the 
imminence of the year-end holidays, 
and traders were anticipating con- 
tinued sluggishness until after the 
turn of the year. Sulphur prices were 
well maintained, both at the mines and 
at Atlantic Coast ports, and pyrites 
quotations were also in steady position.

Atlanta Fertilizer Market 


ATLANTA, Dec. 20, 1928. 


Lack of trading interest is reported in the 
fertilizer material market, and a marking-time 
attitude of the trade is expected till after the 
first of the year. The fertilizer mixers are 
viewing prospects for next season with in- 
creased confidence as a result of a better out- 
look for cotton. 

It is announced in fertilizer circles that plans 
have been made to have a conference with the 
Federal Board of Trade about the middle of 
January in Washington, D. C., the exact date 
not yet being set. The object is to put into 
effect the expression of the fertilizer associa- 
tion recently made at the Atlanta meeting, in 
favor of submitting the code of trade practice 
to the Federal Trade Commission, with a re- 
quest that the commission co-operate to enforce 
it. The fertilizer mixers are looking to the 
proposed strict adherence to the code of trade 
practice as enforced by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, as improving the outlook for next 
season’s business. 

In trade circles it is considered that the nitro- 
gen situation favors a stronger market. A 
heavier movement of synthetic ammoniates and 
of nitrate of soda is expected after the first of 


the year. It is also thought that foerign sul- 
phate of ammonia will again figure in the mar- 
ket on account of the scarcity of domestic 
supplies. 


Fertilizer manufacturers have been receiv- 
ing initial shipments of anhydrous ammonia, 
which they are at once converting into mix- 
tures to produce base goods. Satisfactory re- 
sults are reported.

Soil Science Fund Is 


Established at Rutgers 


The Cook-Voorhees Soil Science Fund 
has been established in the College of 
Agriculture of Rutgers University, follow- 
ing the gift of $1,250 to the institution 
by Dr. J. G. Lipman, director of the agri- 
cultural experiment station and dean in 
the agricultural college.

The Cook-Voorhees fund has been so 
named in recognition of the services of 
Dr. George H. Cook and BE. B. Voorhees, 
first and second directors, respectively, 
of the experiment station.

The assets of the Taylor Chemical Com- 
pany, this city, with a plant at Cascade 
Mills, N. Y., have been purchased by the 
J. T. Baker Chemical Company, Phillips- 
burg, N. J. The new owner will continue 
the business under the firm style, the 
Taylor Chemical Corporation, having in- 
corporated a company in this State. 

Management of the Taylor Chemical 
Corporation will be carried on by mem- 
bers of the Baker organization, although 
Frank D. Berry, president of the Taylor 
Chemical Company, will remain as a 
director. The other directors are Herbert 
H. Garis, John T. Baker, J. L. K. Snyder, 
and Ralph A. Clark. 

The Taylor Chemical Company special- 
ized in the manufacture of carbon bisul- 
phide.

Weed Killer Patent Is 
Issued to R. N. Chipman 


Patent No. 1694205 for a weed killer 
and method of killing weeds was issued 
December 4 to Ralph N. Chipman, Chip- 
man Chemical Engineering Company, fol- 
lowing a decision of the Board of Appeals 
of the Patent Office. Certain claims re- 
jected by the examiner were held properly 
rejected while other claim rejections were 
reversed. 

The board of appeals held that where 
an inventor discovers a particular chemi- 
cal compound which will produce a cer- 
tain result he is not as a matter of course 
entitled to claim all compounds that will 
produce the same result, and he is not 
entitled to cover a group of elements un- 
less the principle upon which his compound 
acts is one which obviously and clearly 
brings it within the well-known mode of 
action of the group of elements. 








Agricultural Insecticide 
Exports for Ten Months 


Exports of agricultural insecticides from 
the United States during the first ten 
months of 1928 showed an increase of 
74 percent over the corresponding period of 
1927. The respective values of these ex- 
ports for the 10 months’ periods of 1928 
and 1927 are $746,339 and $429,827. The 
1928 exports for ten months were divided 
into the following classes :—

Canada was the most important market 
for these exports, taking 45 percent of the 
calcium arsenate, 50 percent of the lead 
arsenate, and 20 percent of the other 
agricultural insecticides and fungicides. 
Peru took approximately 33 percent of the 
United States exports of calcium arsenate 
for use in connection with its cotton crop, 
which is now dusted to a considerable 
extent by airplane. Australia was second 
in importance as a market for United 
States exports of lead arsenate, taking 
22 percent of the total. 


With regard to markets for the other 
agricultural insecticides and fungicides 
exported, the principal markets, named 
in the order of their importance, were as 
follows.—Canada, United Kingdom, Mex- 
ico, Argentina, Union of South Africa, 
Australia, Spain and Cuba. These eight 
countries together accounted for 73 per- 
cent of the total.

Horace Burrough, jr., president, stated 
that the work of the year had not been 
of an arduous nature as there had been 
no session of the Maryland legislature, 
and that the energies of the organization.

arles L. Fardwell, reading the re- 
port of the committee on legislation 
noted that he had sent four bulletins to 
members calling attention to the posi- 
tion of the Exchange on the Haugen bill 
before Congress and explaining require- 
ments of the Prohibition Department in 
the renewal of alcohol withdrawal per- 
mits, and, finally, giving a statement as 
to the scope of the custom house office 
of the local prohibition administrator. 


Mr. Fardwell also invited attention to the 
Supreme Court decision disapproving the 


the 


Pennsylvania law which restricts 
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ownership of drug stores to pharmacists 
and even makes it unlawful for any one 
not a druggist duly qualified to own stock 
in a retail store. He further advised 
that the Maryland legislature, with those 
of forty-one other States, will be in ses- 
sion next year and that it behooved the 
exchange to be watchful. 

George M. Armor, chairman of the 
Public Improvement and Trade Inter- 
ests Committee, reported that federal au~ 
thorities were making an investigation of 
the smoke nuisance in Baltimore and ex- 
pected to spend about $100,000 before 
this inquiry was finished. Incidentally, 
he mentioned that McCormick & Co. was 
setting a good example by installing a sys- 
tem, which not only collected smoke, dust 
and soot, but also increased the efficiency 
of the boilers about 25 percent. 

Parker Cook, reading the report of the 
committee pn taxation, noted the reduc- 
tion in the corporation tax of from 13% 
to 12 percent, and said that while this 
saving fell short of the 3% percent re- 
duction sought by the business men of 
the country, he still hoped that the re- 
duction would finally get down to the 10 
percent. 

The Southwestern rate case before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission came 
in for some attention in the report of 
the committee on transportation, consid- 
eration also being given to the state com- 
mission’s regulation of motor truck rates. 

The amendment to the by-laws, under 
which the chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee is made an ex-officio member of 
the executive board, was adopted.

Walsh, chief of the Baltimore station of 
the United States Bureau of Chemistry; 
Dr. C. Hampson Jones, Health Commis- 
sioner of Baltimore, and Thomas Lyons, 
a business man. 

Dr. Doran declared that the manufac- 
turing pharmacists, chemical and whole- 
sale drug houses, as represented by those 
present, gave his department virtually no 
trouble, and he expressed gratification 
over the co-operation accorded him and 
his subordinates. 

Dr. Walsh remarked that while the 
preparations examined in 1927 were not 
up to standard in greater proportion 
than should have been the case, those 
examined during the current year showed 
a noticeable improvement. He stressed 
the importance of a well-equipped labor- 
atory in each concern mianufacturing 
pharmaceuticals to check both incoming 
and outgoing products, and he offered as- 
sistance in getting up new labels and 
in revising old ones so that they would 
conform to the requirements of the law. 
He added that statements as to thera- 
peutic properties should be in line with 
the contents.

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Naphthalene Tightens Owing to Extensive Future 
Delivery Bookings—Fair Shipments of 
Dyes and Intermediates 


With only five business days of the 
year remaining, it became clear at the 
end of last week that the twelve 
months’ period drawing to a close had 
established new records in the market- 


ing of various hydrocarbons. The 
product of outstanding interest was 
toluol. Demand from the lacquer trade 


had absorbed the bulk of the produc- 
tion of this product throughout the 
fall months, and even at the advanced 
price which became effective late in the 
fall the bookings for future shipment 
had become so heavy that it was doubt- 
ful if any extensive free supplies would 
become available until quite late in 
1929. Producers reiterated that busi- 
ness in benzol was holding up well, 
and that all of the anticipated pro- 
duction of motor benzol throughout 
1929 had been booked ahead. Firmer 
conditions developed last week both 
in crude and refined naphthalene. Ex- 
tensive bookings had been made in the 
flake and ball for 1929, and some in 
the trade were predicting that the mar- 


trict stood at 80 percent, while Chi- 
cago had risen to 85 percent compared 
with 83 percent the week before. The 
subsidiaries of the United States Steel 
Corporation operated at about 86 per- 
cent capacity, a gain of 2 percent, 
whereas open hearth furnaces in Ala- 
bama were reported to be operating 
at the highest rate of the year. The 
finishing departments of numerous 
steel works will be shut down for re- 
pairs during the holiday week and 
this may cut into the rate of opera- 
tion. 

Creosote Oil.—Seasonally quiet co1- 
ditions ruled in this product last 
week. Not much new business was 
uncovered for use in disinfecting pur- 
poses, which was natural at this sea- 
son of the year. The wood preserva- 
tive industry continues to take sub- 
stantial quantities on contract, how- 
ever. The British market was re- 
ported as steady at 5%d. f.o.b. the 
works, and 6%d. for bulk quantities.

The approaching holidays and in- 
ventory taking time had some effect 
on the volume of dye shipments to the 
textile mills. The outlook was in fact 
that a great many _ establishments 
would suspend operations next week 
and that others might be closed for 
longer periods for the purpose of over- 
hauling machinery, making replace- 
ments, etc. All this was without any 
influence on the actual contract mar- 
ket since so many products had al- 
ready been well booked ahead for 1929.

Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol).—Although prices 
were substantially unchanged, a good 
consumption continued in progress in 
this solvent for the account of the 
trades and industries over the coun- 
try. The producers were continuing 
previous price views of 23c. per gal- 
lon, tanks, works, for the pure and 
commercial grades and 28¢. in drums. 
The nitration grade was quoted at 26c. 
per gallon, tanks, works, and $3lc. 
drums, works. Active demand per- 
sisted for motor benzol and there was 
very little free stock available in any 
quarter of the trade. In fact, the pro- 
ducers had disposed of all their an- 
ticipated production for 1929 and were 
not taking additional contracts. Less 
was said with reference to the pro- 
duction outlook as the year drew to a 
close, but it was accepted that the 
slackening seasonal operations in the 
iron and steel lines would have an in- 
fluence on the position of benzol. The 
fact that the bulk of the production 
of household sizes of coke had already 
been run off meant a lessened output 
of benzol, it was thought. There 
were marked contrasts in the produc- 
ing division of the iron and steel in- 
dustry last week. Operations of a 
Buffalo district preducer had declined 
to about 60 percent of normal, although 
the average for the Pittsburgh dis-

maintained at 5%c. per pound, car 
lots, works, ard from 6%c. to 7c. less 
than car lots, works. 
continued to rule in crude naphthalene, 
which was quoted within the range of 
$2.20 to $2.25 per 100 pounds.

Salicylic—The technical grades con- 
tinued to come in for a good deal of 
attention on the basis of 37c. to 42c. 
per pound in car lots. The U.S.P. de- 
scription was held at 40c. to 45c. per 
pound in barrels. 


Intermediates 


Anilin Oil.—While the consumption 
was admittedly along broad lines, 
there was a feeling prevalent that an- 
nual inventory taking time might have 
the effect cf temporarily checking the 
market’s activity. Contract prices 
were generally maintained on the ba- 
sis of 14%c. to lic. per pound, tanks, 
and 15c. to 16c., drums, with the oil 
for red quoted at 38c. to 40c. per pound 
in drums and the salt within the range 
of 24c. to 25c. per pound in barrels. 

Benzaldehyde.—Firmness in the raw 
material was contributory towards the 
maintenance of contract schedules at

Betanaphthol.—The trade was look- 
ing forward to the usual slowing up 
in the volume of shipments incident 
to the year end inventory period. Con- 
tract schedules were continued at 22c. 
per pound, car lots, barrels, and 24c. 
less than car lots, barrels, whereas the 
sublimed remained in steady shape at 
55c. to 60c. in barrels. 

Diethylanilin. — Quotations were 
steady at 55c. to 60c. per pound in 
drums. A fair demand was running. 

Dinitrobenzene.—The firmness in the 
raw ‘material was a circumstance con- 
tributing towards the maintenance of 
contract quotations at 15%¢c. to 16%c. 
per pound in barrels. 

Dimethylanilin—Change was lack- 
ing last week. The contract shipments 
had been running in broad enough vol- 
ume to satisfy the producers, but 
quieter conditions were anticipated. 

Metanitroanilin.—The contract price 
basis ranging from 72c. to 75c. per 
pound in kegs had ruled for some time 
past and there was no suggestion of 
any early change. 


Nitrobenzene.—The market was es- 
tablished at the %c. per pound ad- 
vance named a fortnight ago. Con- 
tracts were being solicited for deliv- 
ery over 1929 and a good many of 
them had already been placed. 

Nitrotoluene.—While the raw mate- 
rial was beginning to show some re- 
laxation from the tightness which had 
been evident over a period of months, 
this condition was not reflected in the 
raw material which was steadily main- 
tained at 14c. to 15c. per pound, drums, 
works. 

Orthonitrophenol.—Apart from the 
usual run of routine contract ship- 
ments there were no new features in 
this intermediate.

in barreis. 

Tolidin.—The intermediate manufac- 
turers discussed the possibility of 
higher prices growing out of recent 
increases in cost of the raw material. 


Coaltar Colors 


It was but natural for the volume 
of contract shipments in coaltar col- 
ors to show some falling off in keep- 
ing with seasonal curtailment in tex- 
tile mill operations at various points 
over the country. The outlook was 
that a great many textile establish- 
ments would curtail their operations 
between the Christmas and New Year’s 
holidays and there was a consequent 
curtailment in the volume of ship- 
ments. The textile industry was, 
however, ending the year with high 
prospects for a favorable year of 
progress in 1929. The contract move- 
ment in a majority of colors during 
the last quarter of this year had been) 
an extremely active one. With few 
exceptions prices were in all instances 
quite firm, and there was nothing in 
last week’s market developments to 
suggest any departure from the cur- 
rent contract levels. In fact, the un- 
dertone was, if anything, firmer. Not 
until the termination of the contract 
period was any special increase in the 
volume of shipments looked forward to.

Myrobalans and Rangoon Cutch Higher—Valonia 
Drops—Inventories Slow Up Call from 


Textile and Tanning Trades 


The usual year-end lull resulting 
from the approach of the Christmas 
and New Year’s holidays as well as 
the inventory taking period was clearly 
apparent in the market for dyestuffs 
and tanstuffs last week. Most of the 
raw materials which come under this 
heading were quiet, with little more 
than a routine interest displayed. 
Prices were in some instances more 
favorable to buyers. That is, there was 
a decline in the amount of $1 per ton 
in valonia beards and mixtures, al- 
though other products had not shown 
any actual price variation. In one or 
two instances it became obvious that 
primary market shippers were rather 
dissatisfied with their profits. Hence 
shipment quotations for myrobalans 
and Rangoon cutch were advanced 
slightly. 

It was a rather dull season so far as 
the textile and leather trades were 
concerned. The leather industries were 
evidently out of the red so far as their 
financial status was concerned, but 
competition with artificial leather was 


laneous uses, but increased consump- 
tion in the textile and color trades 
stood out most conspicuously, perhaps. 

Soda Hyposulphite.—Continuous ship- 
ments for the account of the textile 
and leather industries was one of the 
interesting features of this product. 
Contract prices had undergone no 
worthwhile change, the last contract 
basis being $2.40 to $2.75 per 100 pounds 
for the crystals in barrels, $2.50 to $3 
for the pea crystals, and $2.75 to $3.25 
per 100 pounds for the granular in 
barrels. 


Dyestuffs 


Annatto.—A number of dealers en- 
tertained slightly firmer ideas in the 
matter of seed values, due to carrying 
charges and loss in weight. The posi- 
tion of the paste was steady at 34c. to 
37c. per pound in boxes. 

Archil.—A fair amount of business 
appeared to be passing last week on 
the basis of 17c. to 19c. per pound for 
the concentrated grade in barrels and

keen, and in consequence the quanti- 
ties of natural extracts being taken 
on contracts was not as extensive as 
they had been. However, this was all 
in the nature of a seasonal let-up in 
activity and normal shipments were 
expected to resume again early in Jan- 


uary. 

Virtually all of the old low price bi- 
chromate contracts will expire within 
another week. The extent of the act- 
ive contracting movement which had 
been in progress both in bichromate of 
soda and potash at the higher price 
schedules for 1929 had occupied the at- 
tention of the trade. Most of the con- 
tract business had been closed at the 
end of last week, and nearly all classes 
of consumers, including color and tex- 
tile manufacturers, tanners and 
platers, were represented. Demand for 
Chinese egg products as well as do- 
mestic starch products kept well up 
to recent totals, and prices were quite 
firm all round.

Chemicals 


Aluminum Chloride. — Conditions in 
the trade showed no special change for 
the better. In fact, the market for the 
metal had ruled steady for the past few 
weeks, resulting in a sustained tone of 
firmness in the 33 to 35 percent chlo- 
ride which was moving out on contracts 
at 3c. to 3%4c. per pound, drums, works. 


Antimony Salt:—Rather liberal im- 
portations of ore as well as regulus 
had been seen from South American 
and Chinese points. This had not, 
however, changed the undertone of the 
market, which was steady at 25%c. to 
26c. per pound for the 66 percent salt. 


Potash Bichromate.—Consumers had 
already placed contracts covering the 
major portion of their 1929 require- 
ments in this product at the ruling 
basis of 8%c. per pound, car lots, casks, 
works, and 9c. less, car lots, works. 
The year was drawing to a close with 
total shipments exceeding the volume 
of a year ago at this time. 


Soda Bichromate.—Volume of sales 
to date for 1929 delivery had contrasted 
quite favorably with the totals of the 
corresponding period of a year ago. 
The contract price basis remained at 
7c. per pound, car lots, casks, and 7c. 
less than car lots, casks. The prod- 
uct was entering a host of miscel- 


at 12c. to 14c. per pound for the double 
in barrels. 

Camwood.—The ground bark was be- 
ing offered at last prices of 18c. per 
pound in barrels. Demand was only 
fair. 

Cochineal.—Trade has been running 
in fair volume, and it showed no evi- 
dence of improving last week. Offers 
were not plentiful, however, as the 
available stocks in the primary mar- 
kets were rather limited. Both the gray 
and the Teneriffe silver grades were 
continued on the basis of 95c. per 
pound. 

Fustic.—The producers of dyewood 
extracts had been successful in renew- 
ing contracts for the first half of 1929 
and admitted that the present was a 
rather dull period throughout the mar- 
kets. Last offering quotations on sticks 
for shipment from primary markets 
were $25 to $26 per ton, while the con- 
tract schedule for the extracts was 
continued at 18c. to 22c. per pound for 
regular extract crystals, 8c. to 10c. for 
the 51 degrees liquid, 7c. to 9c. for the 
42 degrees, and 14c. to 16c. per pound 
for the solid in drums. 

Hypernic. — There had been no 
change in the shipment quotation on 
the wood from Brazil; last prices be- 
ing on the basis of $26 to $28 per 
ton, Contract shipments were continu- 
ing in the extract on the basis of 17c. 
to 20c. per pound for the solid in 
drums, and iic. to 15c. per pound for 
the 51 degrees liquid. 


Indigo.—Although the contrast move- 
ment in the synthetic product was 
continuing fully up to recent totals 
there was but a limited inquiry evi- 
dent for the natural which dealers con- 
tinued to hold for $1.26 to $1.29 per 
pound in barrels. 'The short crop in 
India last season was expected would 
make for continued firm conditions in 
the product. 


Logwood.—The producers of logweod 
dyes had already signed the trade for 
the first half of 1929 delivery. Asa 
result it was expected that a good 
contract movement would be under 
way following the completion of the 
inventory period. Shipments were go- 
ing forward on the basis of 14c to 
18c. per pound for the crystals in bar- 
rels, 7c. to 8%4c. per pound for the 51 
degrees liquid extract, and 12c. to 14c, 
per pound for the solid in boxes. 


Osage Orange.—This division had 
not changed further. Dealers reported 
the continuance of fair buying for the 
account of the textile and tanning in- 
dustries at 6%c. to 74c. per pound for 
the 51 degrees liquid in barrels. 

Quercitron. — A fair contract busi- 
ness was passing last week. Quotations 
were firm on the basis of 5%c. to 6c. 
per pound for the 51 degrees liquid 
in barrels, and 9%c. to 10c. per pound 
for the solid in drums. 


Sizing Materials 


Albumen, — Pre-holiday influences 
combined with the approach of the 
inventory taking time had combined 
to restrict the volume of business mov- 
ing in this product last week. Sup- 
plies generally were not excessive and 
there seemed slight prospect of any 
important decline as new season’s

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stocks will not be available from China 
until late next Spring. 

Dextrin.—The pronounced rally in 
the market for corn growing out of 
the sharp increase which had been 
seen in the Seaboard demand was of 
interest in view of the maintenance of 
the British gum over a period at $5.02 
to $5.22 per 100 pounds in bags, and 
$4.77 to $4.97 for corn dextrin. The 
final government report on the crop 
showed a yield of 2,839,959,000 bushels, 
compared with 2,786,000,000 bushels last 
year, a gain of but 53,000,000 bushels, 
and as carry over stocks this year 
were 59,000,000 bushels smaller than 
a year ago, the total supplies for the 
season were 2,896,000,000 bushels, or 
about the same as a year ago. The 
visible supplies were nearly 10,000,000 
bushels smaller than a year ago. Corn 
consumption this year started early in 
September and was in excess of that 
of a year ago, as there were 35 per- 
eent more cattle on feed. A substan- 
tial part of the December interest in 
corn contracts was taken for the ac- 
count of exporters. So far, however, 
corn exports have only been in the 
vicinity of 90,000,000 bushels, which is 
much smaller than a year ago, where- 
as Canada has already marketed more 
than 85 percent of her crop. 


Egg Yolk.—The new Chinese tariff 
rates to become effective February ist 
do not specificially mention egg prod- 
ucts. It was quite generally known that 
reserve stocks were scant and since 
there will be no additional production 
in China between now and the Spring 
there was a chance of a shortage de- 
veloping in the interim. At last ac- 
counts dealers were quoting 72c. to 74c. 
per pound for the granular in cases, 
and 79c. to 82c. per pound for the 
spray in cases. 

Sago riour.—A fair volume of mis- 
cellaneous inquiry was manifest. Prices 
stood at 4%c. to 5%c. per pound in 
bags. 

Starches.—The strong undertone in 
the corn market had not actually in- 
fluenced the condition of the domestic 
starch markets. Competition continued 
rife and producers held the pearl de- 
scription at $3.97 to $4.17 per 100 
pounds and the powdered at $4.07 to 
$4.27 per 100 pounds but both items 
were subject to trade allowances of 
30c. and 10c. per 100 pounds. It was 
held that any further pronounced 
strengthening of conditions in the corn 
market might have an influence on the 
starches. Domestic potato. starches 
were maintained at 5%c. to 6c, per 
pound in bags, although they were 
meeting a fair amount of foreign com- 
petition. 

Tapioca Flour. — The replacement 
cost had recently gone up and this 
was reflected in somewhat stronger 
conditions in the spot market, where 
3%c. to 6c. per pound was quoted for 
bags. 


Tanning Materials 


Chestnut.—It could not be ascer- 
tained that any special improvement 
in the volume of deliveries had been 
seen last week. In fact, the improve- 
ment which had been shown in the 
status of the leather trades had not 
been communicated to the market for 
extracts, since consumers were anxious 
‘to keep reserves down to a low point 
until after the completion of inven- 
tories. 

Cutch.—Quotations for the Borneo 
grades were said to be quite favorable 
from the buyer’s standpoint, but no 
great urge to take on large stocks ex- 
isted. The Philippine kinds were com- 
peting with the Borneo for a market. 
The position of Rangoon cutch has 
been a firm one for a period of weeks 
past. Dealers last week advanced the 


price to 14c, to 16c. per pound in boxes 
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and said there was a fairly good outlet 
in the trades. 

Divi-Divi.—Occasional car lot sales 
were reported to be going through, 
but interest in cargo lots had subsided. 
Last week’s market was but a routine 
affair. Dealers continued to quote the 
raw material at $57.25 to $57.50 per 
ton for shipment, while extract makers 
maintained their 25 percent, tannin 
product at 5c. to 5%c. per pound in 
barrels. 

Gambier.—Quiet common to other 
tanning materials was also mentioned 
in connection with this item. In fact, 
the inquiry was limited, although the 
undertone of the common grades was 
firm, nothing being offered under a 
basis of 6%c. to 6%4c. per pound, with 
not a few inclined to exact the outside 
figure. The plantation grade was 
quoted at 7%c. to 8c. per pound in 
bags and the Singapore cubes also at 
8%c. to 9c. per pound in bags. 

Mangrove Bark.—It appeared that 
African shippers had widened out their 
views of prices to include the range of 
$35 to $37 per ton for shipment. The 
buying interest was along generally 
restricted lines, however. 


Myrobalans.—In line with the firmer, 


conditions which had developed in so 
many other products from India, there 
was a strengthening of the undertone 
of this item so that shippers were no 
longer considering anything under $42 
to $43 per ton for the J1s for shipment 
and $32.50 to $34 per ton for the J2s, 
also for sLipment. The market for the 
extracts failed to show any signs of 
activity. This was not surprising in 
view of the prevalent desire to keep 
inventories down to small totals. The 
25 percent liquid extract was gener- 
ally quoted at 3%c. to 4%4c. per pound 
in barrels, and the 53 percent powdered 
at 5c. to 5%c. per pound in barrels. 
Nutgalls.—Business was being done 
in a small jobbing way on the basis 
of 16c. to 16%c. per pound for the 
Aleppo grades in bags. Supplies were 
ample to take care of trade require- 
ments. The Chinese was maintained 
at 12c. to 13c. per pound in cases. 
Quebracho.—Contracts for 1929 de- 
liveries, which were in a majority of 
instances made for periods not in ex- 
cess of six months, had generally been 
written. The amount of stock coming 
in from the Argentine to be applied 
against resting contracts appeared to 
be about normal for this season of the 
year. Producers repeated former con- 
tract prices, which included 35 percent 
liquid extract on the basis of 3%c. to 
4c. per pound in barrels, whereas the 
63 percent solid kept steady at 5c. 
to 5%c. per pound in barrels, and the 
clarified 64 percent at 55¢c. per pound. 
Sumac.—There has not been much 
invoice buying since the recent decline 
to a basis of $75 to $76 per ton. Pri- 
mary market conditions did not seem 
to warrant any lower valuations than 
this for the product. It was believed, 
in fact, that a firmer market would 
develop when buying resumed after 
the inventory period. The offering basis 
for the stainless extract was continued 
at 10c. to lle. per pound in barrels, 
whereas the 42 degrees extract was 
quoted at 5%c. to 6%c. per pound in 
barrels. The high iron content of the 
domestic tended to curtail its sales. 
However, last prices f.o.b. Southern 
shipping points were $35 per ton. 
Valonia.—Since not more than a rou- 
tine volume of buying was being done 
in any quarter of the trade the under- 
tone of the market was described as 
easier. In fact, offerings for shipment 
appeared at about $1 per ton less with 
the 42 percent beards quoted at $59 
per ton for shipment and mixtures at 
$45 per ton, also for shipment. A more 
active market seemed to be in pros- 
pect after the completion of inven- 
tories. 
Wattle Bark—The range narrowed 
considerably last week. At least there 
were offerings down to a basis of $48.50 
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to $51 per ton. Some of the low price 
offers made of late have afforded the 
shippers but a scant margin of profit, 
so that. it was trade opinion that a 
firmer market could easily develop.

Drawback on Oilcake 


The drawback of exported cake, said 
Mr. Nolan, should be added to the f.a.s. 
price of the cake rather than being sub- 
tracted from the price of the imported 
seed. In this country the cake is a by- 
product, and crushers do not figure on 
making | profit on it, while in Europe, 
he said, oil and cake are joint products. 
He discussed the matter of cake and meal 
and the drawback at considerable length, 
telling the commission that the drawback 
should not be considered more than a 
temporary advantage to the crushers, be- 
cause the sale of cake from imported seed 
is growing in the United States. Unless 
crushers in this country produce suffi- 
cient cake to meet the demands of the 
American dairy industry, he said, farm- 
ers will be unable to secure this valuable 
cattle food because Europe needs all the 
cake it can get and will not export cake 
to the United States. 

The commission’s figures had showed 
that Dutch linseed oil has an advantage 
over domestic oil at San Francisco, and 
Mr. Nolan asserted that the Pacific coast 
is the greatest point of competition. Mr. 
Gordon contended that the foreign oil 
enters at San Francisco only because the 
tariff keeps it out of eastern ports, and it 
can reach the West coast only because of 
the difference in ocean and rail freight 
rates. The principal points of consump- 
tion are in the Eastern States, he said, 
and, apparently from the commission’s 
een Chicago is the center of consump- 
tion. 

Mr. Nolan declared that the compen- 
satory duty on linseed oil must always 
be 40 percent of the duty on flaxseed, as 
at present, when the duty on seed is 40 
cents per bushel and on oil 3.3 cents per 
pound, plus an adequate protective duty. 
If the duty on flaxseed is increased to 60 
cents per bushel, he said, the duty on oil 
must be increased to 4.37 cents ver pound. 


The only witness appearing for Mr. 
Nolan was A. F. Berglund, secretary of 
Archer-Daniels-Midland Company, who 
discussed the commission’s figures for 
American and European costs and prices 
of linseed cake and meal. 

Baron W. van Roetzelaer, secretary of 
the Roya] Netherlands Jegation, entered 
an appearance and filed a statement on 
behalf of his government. This statement 
usee the commissions’ figures as a_ basis 
for computing that the proper rate 0° duty 
under section 315 of the act would be 1.56 
cents per pound to equalize the costs of 
producing linseed oil*in this countrty aiid 
Hiol'and. It was also declared that United 
States crushers should be able to secure 
lower prices for Argentine sved than 
Dutch crushers, and that there should be 
a mutual interchange between the two 
countries, since Holland crushed flaxseed 
to get the cake and sold the oil to the 
United States as a by-product, while the 
United States crushes for the oil, and ex- 
ports the cake as a by-product. 

Samuel R. Matlack entered an appear- 
ance on behalf of the American Paint 
and Varnish Manufacturers’ Association, 
and favored an increase in the linseed oil 
tariff. Pressed by Mr. Gordon to give his 
authority for such a stand for the entire 
paint industry, Mr. Matlack declared he 
had been so instructed by the directors of 
the association in Chicago last week. 

R. S. Crawford, of Congoleum-Nalir, 
Inc., appeared as a witness, and said he 
had authority to speak for 70 percent of 
the linoleum production of the country, 
which industry uses 20 percent of the lin- 
seed oil. He declared that it is imperative 
that there be a domestic supply of linseed 
oil at all times, and that if the tariff on 
flaxseed must be raised to protect the 
farmer, then there should also be an in- 
crease in the tariff on linseed oil and also 
in the tariff on linoleum to compensate. 

A. M. Loomis, Washington, entered an 
appearance for the Tar'ff Defense Com- 
mittee of the American Oils and Fats Pro- 
ducers, and spoke briefly in favor of a 
high tariff on linseed oil. While he de- 
clined to take the witness stand and offer 
testimony, Mr. Loomis was permitted to 
cross-examine witnesses. 

The commission set January 19 for ex- 
changing briefs and January 26 for the 
filing of final briefs in the case.

Fayette B. Dow and Horace L. Lohnes 
appeared as counse] for the American 
Petroleum Institute, National Petroleum 
Association, the ‘Western Petroleum Re- 
finers’ Association, and the Mid-Conti- 
nent Oil and Gas Association, and for the 
following companies applying for licenses: 
—Marland Pipe Line Company, Phillips 
Petroleum Company, Skelly Oil Company, 
and the Texas Pipe Line Company. The 
principal witness was Prof. C, M. Jan- 
sky, jr., consulting radio engineer for the 
oil associations. He told the commission 
that wire communication is not practical 
for the use under consideration because 
miles of waste land separate the fields 
from railroads and established telegraph 
lines, and that the scene of operations is 
continually shifting.

Dry Ice Signs Contract 
With Carbide & Carbon 


The Dry Ice Corporation, this city, has 
contracted with the Carbide & Carbon 
Chemicals Corporation, subsidiary of the 
Union Carbide & Carbon Corporation, to 
purchase supplies of carbon dioxide gas 
available at the Union Carbide plant 
will be utilized by the Dry Ice Corporation 
in the production of dry ice. 

_A dry ice plant having a capacity of 
sixty tons daily is to be erected immedi- 
ately at Niagara Falls, N. Y., and will 
be in production May 15. Over 500 tons 
of carbon dioxide will be used daily. 





Eastman Employees Insured 


Employees of the Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany, 20,000 in number, entered Decem- 
ber 20 into a new insurance and pension 
plan underwritten by the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company. A feature of 
the plan is the initial payment to the in- 
surance company of $6,500,000 for in- 
surance coverage to date, which makes it, 
according to insurance men, the largest 
contractual program for workers’ benefits 
ever effected. 

Under the arrangement, male workers 
in the Eastman plants here and abroad 
will be eligible for retirement annuities 
at 65 years, women workers at 60. Yearly 
pensions are to be reckoned at the rate 
of 1 percent of salary multiplied by num- 
ber of years of service before January, 
1929, plus 2 percent of the total salary 
earned after that date. Death and dis- 
ability benefits, it was said, will be ‘“‘com- 
mensurate.”

The Gruendler Patent Crusher & Pul- 
verizer Company, St. Louis, has moved 
into its new plant, which is provided with 
the most up-to-date equipment for the 
manufacture of machinery for crushing, 
pulverizing, grinding, screening and con- 
veying.

Since 
his death in 1909, its destinies have been 
in the hands of his son, William Paul 
Gruendler. 

A corner of the new plant has been set 
apart as a laboratory or experimental 
room, where special problems are studied. 


Du Pont and I. C. I. Join 


In Australian Enterprise 


E. I. duPont de Nemours & Co. and 
Imperial Chemical Industries are erecting a 
joint factory at Deer Park, near Melbourne, 
Australia, for the production of artificial 
leather materials. This plant is under- 
stood to be one of the best arranged and 
most up-to-date of any in the world. The 
production of nitro-cellulose lacquers and 
similar products is also to be developed 
in Australia by the co-operation of the 
I. C. I. and duPonts, but in this case 
there will be the further co-operation of 
the Australian interests of the Associated 
British Lead Manufacturers, Ltd., the 
factory under construction at Sydney be- 
ing the result of the collaboration of the 
three firms. 

Imperial Chemica] Industries, Ltd., has 
completed the first five units of its syn- 
thetic ammonia and nitrate factory at 
Billingham, England, and has decided to 
proceed with operations in Australia. It 
is understood that £5,000,000 will be ex- 
pended. 





Minneapolis Flaxseed 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 21, 1928 


Cash flax is in quiet and featureless demand 
from day to day, but the offerings are closely 
cleaned up. Crushers take care of arrivals of 
g00d sound seed verv promptly, but refuse to 
compete for them. For quite a period now the 


receipts have been very light Today’s ar- 
‘rivals were the best in some time, and ship- 
ping advices indicate a slight increase in the 


movement to terminals. Nothing particularly 
important, but some gain over recent weeks 
Farmers have been selling just a little more 
flax, probably for Christmas money, and prices 
paid for this grain are easily the.best at 
present. 

Elevator stocks are increasing again, largely 
because of the light operation of presses in 
local linseed mills. After shipments are de- 
@ucted from daily receipts the balance does not 
represent much of a run of local prosses. Some 
seed is being drawn from private storage from 
time to time, so there is probably no change in 
total available stocks here. 

Deliveries on December contracts spurted 
again when 16,000 bushels were tendered today 
Total deliveries to date, 164,000 bushels. Ele- 
vator companies are delivering odd lots from 
time to time and occasionally a crusher will 
tender some seed. 

The government estimate of 19,321,000 bush- 
els is more in line with local ideas. Most of 
the traders here were of the opinion that rust 
and frost losses would bring the total produc- 
tion down to 20.000,000 bushels or less. The 
report did not have much effect on prices, but 
leaves the market in a better position to re- 


spond to any bullish Argentine news that is 
apt to come along. 

Trading in cash is based on May futures, No. 
1 seed selling at May price to 8c. under, an 
occasional car of very damp quality selling at 


9c. under, 
Futures trade is limited most of the time, but 
there is a spurt of activity from time to time. 


Crushers have been the best buyers recently. 


Speculative buying is steady in a small way 
and there is considerable interest shown by 
traders who seldom trade in flax futures. Un- 
dertone is strong and higher prices are expect- 


ed to develop any time. There is virtually no 
pressure from the country, which would indi- 
cate light marketing. December is comparably 
weak owing to recent deliveries on December 
contracts.

Méthariol Contract Prices Unlikely to Be Reduced 
On 1929 Business—Menthol Slightly 


Firm—Permanganate Up 


Business in the drug and fine chemi- 
cal market during the past week re- 
mained well within the usual confined 
volume characteristic of most year- 
ends. Orders were fairly numerous but 
they involved in almost every instance 
quantities of merchandise that sug- 
gested strongly the desire of most buy- 
ers to keep down stocks prior to taking 
of inventory. Prices were generally 
firm throughout the market. 

The position of methanol attracted 
some attention. Reports of very low 
priced contracts covering 1929 deliv- 
eries of synthetic were repudiated by 
the principal makers of that article. 
It was asserted that the 1929 price was 
unlikely to be much if any lower than 
that that now constitutes a purely 
nominal market. Natural methanol 
has weathered a bad period and as the 
end of the year comes it would seem 
that lower prices are quite unlikely 
to occur unless a marked change comes 


of new crop merchandise for later 
shipment was much under the nominal 
quotations for spot deliveries, it was 
still comparatively high and hence a 
tendency to stay out of the market has 
been displayed by most factors. How- 
ever, requirements will have to be 
covered in the not far distant future. 
The outlook was for a crop but little 
improved over the reduced output that 
featured production in 1928. 

Alcohol.—Undertones remained firm 
to strong. Demand was reported to be 
good and about normal. Seasonable 
weather throughout the country has 
boosted the movement of anti-freeze 
mixtures from jobbers to dealers and 
ultimate consumers. Stocks have been 
reported to be generally moderate and 
only sufficient to care for known needs 
of consuming industries. 

Aloin.—Due to strength in the raw 
material an advance in prices for aloin 
would appear to be inevitable. In fact,

in the factors governing production and 
sales at this time. 


Denatured alcohol proved to be a 
very firm article free from surplus 
stocks and subject to a normal demand 
that has been improved by low tem- 
peratures throughout the cold weather 
States. Prices were very firm in this 
group, especially in view of the com- 
paratively high cost of new crop mo- 
lasses. 

Menthol reacted upward following 
the slight decline noted during the 
final hours of the previous week. How- 
ever, not a great deal of trading sup- 
ported the higher figure. Bismuth sub- 
nitrate was offered at prices substan- 
tially lower than the cost of bismuth 
metal and the presence of so-called 
“resale” stuff at less than the low quo- 
tations of the producers indicated the 
degree to which competition has driven 
prices for that article. Other salts 
were fairly steady. 

Cadmium metal continued 
as to price and demand. Stocks were 
far below requirements. Castor oil 
was steady but business was poor.

Acetone.—Due to the rather strong 
position of raw material, acetone ap- 
proaches the end of this year firm in 
a very steady market and subject to 
a normal consuming demand. 

Acetone Oil.—Cost of production of 
standard quality merchandise has done 
much to make for stability of prices 
for some time past. The movement 
into consumption has been about suf- 
ficient to account for production as 
available from the leading makers. 

Acetylsalicylic Acid.—Resale parcels 
were reported moving at considerably 
under the official schedule of procedure 
but it was also suggested that when 
contracts were concerned, no one could 
meet the producers’ quotations. Only 
the smaller orders have been filled by 
the resale lots which, generally, have 
been comparatively small. 

Adeps Lanae.—Imported merchandise 
of high quality found a ready market 
locally and the price in every instance 
was such as to bring most of the 
prompt delivery business involving 
moderate quantities of merchandise to 
the sellers of the foreign made article. 
The quality was said to be strictly 
USP. 

Agar Agar.—While the import cost 


it has been considered strange that the 
price has not been raised before this 
as raw material has undergone several 
advances of late. 

Bay Rum.—Production costs were 
said to show a slight tendency upward 
in the primary market but the replace- 
ment cost of bay rum has yet to be 
affected. Quotations were very steady, 
however. Stocks in this market were 
closely gauged to meet the probable 
consumption requirements for quite 
some ways ahead. 

Bismuth.—Subnitrate could be ob- 
tained for at least as little at $1.55 per 
pound and it was broadly intimated 
that even less could be done on a firm 
bid. The official schedule was $1.60. 
Competition has thus forced a scale of 
prices for subnitrate sharply under the 
price for metal in ton lots. 

Borax.—Tnough boric acid was re- 
cently reduced, the former schedule of 
quotations for borax was untouched. 
At least, that was the report of the 
producers. Furthermore, it was learned 
that there is a tendency to make price 
changes in these articles without the 
formality of a public announcement. 
Competition was quite keen. 

Cadmium.—Strong undertones ruled. 
Prices were without further change, 
being 80c. to $1 per pound on the spot 
and 4s. 8d. in London. The tendency 
was upward for the reason that con- 
suming demand are almost impossible 
to cover. 

Castor Oil.—Slack demand corre- 
sponded with the usual volume of trade 
each year as the end of the twelve- 
month comes near. 


OHICAGO, Dec. 19.—Castor oil prices were 
firm. Small orders were the rule. Ruling prices 
were:—No. 1, drums, car lots, 13%c. to 13%c.;

Codliver Oil—Movement of emul- 
sions and straight merchandise was 
said to be very satisfactory and has 
led to some rebuying of spot goods by 


manufacturers and others. However, 
the principal buyers were reported 
well covered in their needs. The ten- 


dency so far as buying abroad was 
concerned was to trade carefully in 
view of the fact that the new fishing 
season spreads ahead. 

Corn Syrup.—The corn market was 
reported firm and free from any weak- 
ness of potential character. Syrup 
was in excellent and entirely season- 
able request at unchanged prices, sub- 
ject to the allowances recently made 
by the makers. 

Coumarin.—Resale competition was 
still keen and price shading was rather 
the rule. Quotations of the producers 
remained effective on most contract 
business, 

Cream of Tartar.—Fair demand at 
steady prices was the rule. Produc- 
tion costs have remained fairly high 
because of the prices paid for crude 
tartar in the producing markets during 
the last season. 

Creosote Carbonate.—Seasonable de- 
mand was active, and the movement of 
orders to the producers was stimulated 
by the prevalence of influenza particu- 


larly in the western states. Prices 
were firm. 

Epsom Salt.— Business was about 
normal, showing a curtailment that 


usually features the last two weeks of 
the year. Prices remained steady as 
the cost of production or replacement 
has not changed in the least regardless 
of the reduced takings of buyers. 
Ergotin.—Prices held without further 
decline but were still comparatively 
high when the price for raw material 
was concerned. In December, 1926, 
conditions were normal and the price 
for ergotin was $6 per pound when raw 
material sold for $1.25. At present, 
ergotin is priced at $18 per pound and 


ergot sells poorly at 95c. to $1 for the 
best quality. 
Ethyl Chloride. — A normal move- 


ment was reported and prices were 
firm under the absence of much com- 
petition. Sales volume this year was 
reported appreciably ahead of that a 
year ago. 

Formaldehyde.—The movement was 
steady and the available supply hardly 


met requirements of sellers. In fact, 
deliveries were behind to a moderate 
degree. Reports that the contract 


price for raw material over next year 
was sharply less than the prevailing 
spot quotations, were emphatically de- 
nied last week by the leading producer. 

Glycerin.—Fair request for glycerin 
to be used for anti-freeze purposes 
was noted but in the main the market 
had a very routine aspect throughout 
the past week. A fair amount of con- 
tract renewals with the usual protec- 
tion against price declines was re- 
ported written in the chemically pure 
market. Dynamite and crude were in

Lit- 
tle of new character has developed in 
the primary market, the tendency there 
being still toward firmness and the 
principal producers showing ability to 
maintain prices in face of a much re- 
duced world demand, particularly 
here.

Low Test Jalap Scarce—Mexican Sarsaparilla 


Sharply Higher on Depletion of Spot 
Stocks—Orris Advanced 


Undertones were very quiet in the 
market for botanical drugs during the 
past week. Pre-holiday dullness 
seemed to govern affairs and for the 
most part the volume of trade con- 
firmed the general view that this year- 
end is likely to be quite the quietest 
of recent years. Prices were generally 
firm. Competition was limited to unin- 
portant items, and the number of the 
same was few. Most articles were 
firmly intrenched and many were 
strong. In general, it might be said 
that the tendency of most prices was 
upward, being predicated on the prop- 
osition that demand is certain to in- 
crease with the turn of the year. 

Items prominent in the trade devel- 
opments last week included jalap, ar- 
nica flowers, marjoram, orris, sarsa- 
parilla, bryonia, coltsfoot, red and 
white peppers and colocynth pulp. 
Strong articles included digitalis, 


maintenance of prices, though the 
movement to consumers was small. 
Cottonroot.—With the season close 
at hand when new crop shipments from 
the primary market may be made, the 
market here shows no reflection of the 
pending increase in available supplies. 
Prices remained firm. 
Elm.—Seasonable request was re- 
ported, though the usual decrease in 
volume incident to the approack of 
the end of the year was noted in this 


as well as many other items. Replace- 
ment costs were very firm. 
Lemon Peel.—Further reduction in 


prices failed to come, but the market 
remained in good supply with competi- 
tion a governing element in most 
transactions. 

Orange.—Due to the strength of all 
replacement markets, this article was 
strongly maintained on the spot at 
prices reached during the previous

chamomile, mullein flowers, 
blood reeds, dandelion, 
rhubarb roots. 

Jalap was in low supply, but that 
condition was likely to be temporary; 
replacements were known to ‘be on the 
way. The scarcity was pronounced in 
U.S.P. material, but a fair amount of 
high test merchandise was available at 
high prices. Arnica flowers were In 
fair request and the absence of impor- 
tant stocks put prices up and kept 
them strongly to the position reached. 

German marjoram was in light sup- 
ply and the little available was divided 
into two qualities; some said very poor 
and only fair merchandise was avail- 
able. The price range was very wide. 
French was lightly stocked. 

Orris root was cabled sharply higher 
from the Italian market and local 
holders reflected the rise in rates by 
advancing quotations for Florentine 
root and tending to do the same for 
Verona. Mexican sarsaparilla was 
lightly stocked in this market, but 
there was reason to believe that the 
shortage would be relieved at an early 
date and prices returned to a normal 
position.

The principal consumers were 
well stocked with material and the 
smaller ones were without need for 
more than routine purchases. Prices 
ssemed to be very steady, especially 
in view of the fact that sustaining de- 
mand was not all it should have been 


when the usual consuming needs of- 


the trade are reckoned with. However, 
it is expected that more liberal buying 
in the nearby future will protect needs 
of the trade during the first quarter of 
the new year. 


Berries 


Fish.— Steady prices ruled with 
rather light demand from consuming 
circles. 

Juniper.—Business was normal and 
on the whole satisfactory as to 
volume. Also, prices were generally 
firmer on the basis of the recent rise. 

Prickly Ash—Stocks were ample and 
the call was far too light to bring 
about a change in prices. This article 
has been overstocked in all markets 
for about two years. 


Flowers 


Arnica.—Quotations were $1 to $1.05 
per pound and the supply available on 
the spot could not meet a major in- 
crease in consuming demand. Replace- 
ment costs held high. 


Chamomile.—Hungarian flowers were 
firm and poorly supplied at 25c. to 26c. 
per pound as to quantity and seller. 
The call was small. Difficulties in get- 
ting goods released on arrival continue 
to keep prices up. Some look for a 
change in this respect, but others say 
that the stock of flowers abroad is 
largely of the quality recently rejected 
by the Department of Agriculture.

as Demand Drops with 


Nearness of the Year End—Foreign 
Markets Very Steady 


Demand for essential oils last week 
continued to emphasize the fact that 
the end of the year is close at hand 
and that the interest of most buyers 
is best served when purchases are kept 
as low as possible. Inventory consid- 
erations are uppermost. Orders usually 
have involved highly conservative 
amounts of the major materials, and 
the articles of minor consumption have 
been correspondingly curtailed as to 
demand. Prices have been held gen- 
erally firm. In fact, the degree to 
which values appear to have been 
stabilized has been, in itself, a feature 
prominent in the market throughout 
the past week. 

Domestic oils showed a deal of firm- 
ness and strength as the year draws 
to an end. Almost without exception, 
there is an absence of surplus stocks 
to offset the limited call for prompt de- 
livery merchandise. Even wormseed 
has turned to the firmer side; that 
article had been very weak for months 
past, but during the past two weeks 
primary market sellers have rejected 
all bids. Tansy, pennyroyal, pepper- 
mint, spearmint, wormseed, spruce, 
hemlock, cedarleaf or cedarwood—the 
story seemed to be the same, all go 
toward the final week of the year free 
from competitive weakness. 

Citrous oils were quiet and dull 
throughout the past week. A feature 
was the absence of pressing offers from 
the Messina market and also the fail- 
ure of shippers there to cable quota- 
tions very often. One feature likely to 
affect the market later on was the al- 
leged reduction in demand for fresh 
lemon fruit, with the natural increase 
in tendency to manufacture oil as the 
result of said curtailment. Orange and 


fairly well supported in most quarters. 
The call was for immediate needs only. 

Cassia.—Competition resulted in an- 
other price decline in USP material. 
The market was down 5c., and the low- 
est spot quotation was $2.05 per pound. 
As to quantity, the range was to $2.20. 


Cedarleaf.— Though demand was 
light, the market undertones remained 
steady, and no tendency toward com- 
petitive shading of prices was noted. 


Cedarwood.—Sales have gone into 
January and forward positions at ful 
prices, and there is some reason to be- 
lieve that prices will be advanced. Pro- 
duction in the primary market is stili 
“under wraps,” being reduced by many 
plants being inoperative. No surplus 
stock exists. 

Citronella.—Java oil remained fairly 
steady, but there were few offerings 
made from the primary market. Cey- 
lon oil was still at the recently ad- 
vanced prices reached at the source of 
supply, but inactivity on the spot had 
prevented a general rise to cover in- 
creased replacement costs. 

Clove.—Activity in this article has 
dwindled. Also, spice has shown little 
action of late. Prices for both were 
fairly firm, demand being considered 
and checked against the normal con- 
sumption requirements of the respect- 
ive trades. 

Coriander——Business was light and 
prices were still subject to shading on 
the part of numerous holders. How- 
ever, the open quotations remained 
without change. 

Cubeb.—Hand-to-mouth trading was 
the rule, and the market undertone was 
far from being firm. Requirements of 
buyers last week were conservative and

bergamot were nearly steady. Lime oil 
was still scarce. The confirmation of 
scarcity came when several quarters 
began to push imitations strongly. 
Most imitations are made from a lime 
oil base cut with materials calculated 
to avoid weakening of the lime flavor 
and odor. 

French oils were all dull. Demand 
was very light, only the lower quali- 
ties being in commerce last week. Bois 
de rose sold as a substitute for the now 
extinct Mexican linaloe. 

Sandalwood was strong, with deliv- 
eries delayed and with prices reported 
due for a further advance shortly after 
the turn of the year.

Anise.—One quarter continued to sell 
at 56c. per pound, but others often 
asked 57c. minimum, and for smaller 
lots wanted 58c. per pound for USP 
material. The call last week was rather 
small, covering jobbing quantities in 
most instances. 

Bergamot.—Reports from the foreign 
markets were rare last week, but it was 
apparent that prices there were fairly 
firm, demand considered. Trading on 
the spot was restricted to jobbing 
quantities, and orders were not nu- 
merous. 

Bois de Rose.—Brazilian was sold at 
$1.60 per pound in one quarter, but 
others wanted $1.75 to $1.85 as to quan- 
tity. Cayenne oil was still on the easy 
side, but prices were not reduced fur- 
ther. 

Camphor.—Fair demand and firm 
prices featured the week, but in al- 
most every instance the interest of 
buyers was restricted to broken pack- 
age lots. 

Capsicum.—A downward tendency in 
raw material prices reasserted itself 
last week, but oleoresin capsicum was 
unchanged and, on the whole, was 


resulted in a very poor volume of busi- 
ness being booked at prices recently 
quoted. 

Eucalyptus.—Takings on prompt de- 
livery account were of a jobbing order, 
but there was a fair amount of larger 
business done in goods for later deliv- 
try. Prices were quite firm. 


Geranium.—Inordinately poor de- 
mand was reported, transactions be- 
tween dealers and manufacturing con- 
sumers, as well as between dealers 
themselves and the import agents, be- 
ing small and very slow. Prices here 
were unchanged, but it appeared as 
though competition were more of a fac- 
tor in trade than it had been. 


Ginger.—African root was cut last 
week, thus reducing the production 
cost of distilled oil. Demand for the 
latter was highly conservative last 
week, but prices seemed to be steady. 


Lavender.—Inquiry was fair, but the 
quantities wanted were not of ample 
size. Low test merchandise was fairly 
easy, but the high ester oil was 
strongly maintained and the market for 
the same was free from all signs of 
weakness, actual or potential. 


Lemon.—Cable from Italy were few 
in number. Some reports had it that 
the demand for fresh fruit had fallen 
off, thus tending to stimulate produc- 
tion of oil. However, prices showed 
virtually no change. On the spot, de- 
mand was irregular and always rooted 
in a jobbing requirement of the smaller 
manufacturing consumers. 


Lemongrass.—Competition was still 
current, but to a lesser degree than had 
prevailed recently. Apparently much 
of the more weakly held oil had been 
worked off. Prices seemed to be some- 
what steadier at least. 


Linaloe——The nominal market con- 
tinued dominant on the spot, absence 
of stocks of either wood or seed oil 
being reported in all quarters. Most 
factors said they could obtain nothing 
from Mexico. Bois de rose is being 
liberally substituted. 


Lime.—Scarcity is pronounced and 
the tendency in several quarters is to 
push the sale of substitutes. Several 
imitations are on the market, most of 
them being made from a base of lime 
oil cut with elements calculated not to 
destroy the lime flavor and odor. 
Prices for genuine oil of lime distilled 
were $7.50 to $7.75 per pound. 


Orange.—Absence of demand exceed- 
ing jobbing size was reported. Under- 
tones were slightly easier, but no 
change in prices was reported. De- 
mand for shipment parcels was very 
light. Reports from the primary mar- 
kets were few last week and showed

Palmarosa.—A moderate demand has 
kept competition to the fore, but in the 
main holders were not disposed to 
openly reduce prices; they restricted 
shading to special transactions.

Patchouli. — Limited inquiry was 
noted and sales were well down to the 
usual volume current at the end of 
most years.

Chinese Drug Rules Are 
Aimed at Narcotics Only 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20, 1928. 


Reports that the Chinese National Gov- 
ernment is restricting the sale of imported 
drugs and medicines are based on action 
taken to curb the traffic in narcotics, ac- 
eording to a cable received by the De- 
partment of Commerce from the trade 
commissioner at Shanghai, 

The requirement that medicinal prepa- 
rations be submitted to the government 
laboratory for analysis is a part of the 
reform and regulatory measure promul- 
gated on a wide scale, under the minister 
of health by the regime in power, he reports, 
This measure is designed principally to pre- 
vent the fraudulent importation of narcot- 
ics, and representatives of American manu- 
facturers have encountered some difficutly 
as a result of the regulations, which are 
considered somewhat nominal in effect 
and represent no change from the prac- 
tices established some time past. The 
customs service now acts partly on its 
own initiative and partly in co-operation 
with the ministry of health in referring 
for analysis medicines suspected of exces- 
sive narcotic extent, he declared. While 
describing the regulations as ill advised, 
the report says that no difficulty is looked 
for insofar as well-known or standard 
American products are concerned.

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Carnauba Higher on Broader Demand for Forward

Shipments—Shellac Price Movements 
Vary, but Spots Decline 


Advancing prices for aloes, carnauba, 
and sandarac, plus lower quotations for 
Sumatra benzoin, Japan wax, and all 
grades of shellac were the outstanding 
features of the market for gums and 
waxes last week. Mastic remained 
strong to firm according to seller. 
Myrrh was on the easy side, being in 
excellent supply and available under 
competitive conditions. Beeswax was 
reported in good demand by some and 
in light request by others. Stocks were 
felt to be comparatively moderate in 
size. Asafetida was dull as to demand 
and being in excellent supply, the 
prices for lump and powder seemed to 
be rather easier. Camphor was in bet- 
ter demand generally. 

Higher quotations for Cape and Cu- 
racao aloes merely continued the price 
movement started some weeks ago as 
the result of an absence of surplus 
stocks in any market. Demand has 
remained healthy enough to force buy- 
ers to a steady increase in their asking 
rates. All other kinds of aloes were in 


very firm position. 

Carnauba was advanced, first, in the 
Brazilian market and, second, on spot. 
The rise in Brazil was due to demand 
for shipments as far ahead as March 





with demand about normal for all 
kinds. Sumatra gum was Ic. lower at 


39c. to 40c. per pound due to the fail- 
ure of demand to keep competition out 
of the market following the slight im- 
provement in prices noted during the 
previous week. 

Camphor.—Business was good. De- 
mand was active, especially from the 
West where increased consumption 
was reported to have been developed 
by the rather wide spread prevalence 
of influenza. Prices for tablets were 
reported to be especially firm and the 
entire price list had an upward tend- 

icv. it any. Reports from the market 
in Japan were also of a somewhat 
bullish character, prices from there 
being very firm. 

Galbanum.—Sufficient was sold to 
confirm recent prices but in the main 
the market was inactive beyond a 
strictly jobbing volume. 

Guaiac.—Prices were firm. Under- 
tones in the market were very steady 


in view of the fact that the market 
was free from a surplus of supplies

Costa Rica Regulates 
Heroin and Indian Hemp 


Under a decree recently promulgated 
in Costa Rica, heroin is _ included 
in the provisions of the decree con- 
cerning the importation, exportation, 
and sale of opium and its alkaloids and 
derivatives, and of cocaine. Importation 
is permitted only upon written applica- 
tion to the secretariat of hygiene and 
public health, accompanied by the paid- 
up quarterly license and stating that the 
drugs are for the exclusive pharmaceuti- 
cal use of the establishment of the appli- 
cant, and that they will not be exported. 
The applicant is also required to submit 
proof (by completed prescriptions, ete..) 
that at least 60 percent of the previously 
authorized order has been consumed. An- 
other decree prohibits the cultivation, sale, 
purchase, or transportation for sale of 
Indian hemp (marijuana). Police and 
sanitary officials are authorized to de- 
stroy plantings and to confiscate stocks. 


Bottle Simplification 
Committee Organizes 


At a meeting of the committee on sim- 
plification of glass containers for the drug 
industry, December 13, at Washineton, 
under the auspices of the United States 
Bureau of Standards, it was decided to 
proceed at once to make a survey of the 
kinds of containers used and the percent- 
age of production of each tvpe. 

As its permanent chairman the com- 
mittee selected Philip I. Heuisler, of Balti- 
more. Mr. Hueisler is an official in the 
Marvliand Glass Corporation and also in 
the Emerson Drug Company, is president 
of the Gless Container Association. is a 
member of the Pronrietary Association, 
and is a representative on the committee 
of the National Drnue Trade Conference. 

The first sten 'n the simplification work 
will be to make a survey of all manu- 
facturers of ~lass containers of a stock 
or competitive nature in the drug and 
pharmaceutical fields. A table will then 
be drawn up showing the number of 
different stvles of containers and the per- 
centage of production in the different 
stvles of each class of container. This 
table will then he subm'tted to users of 
containers for their recommendations and 
suggestions as to elimination of unneces- 
sary styles.
